‘I do not believe thet there is a man 
within the sound of my voice, white or 
black, democrat or populist, who desires 
to cut down our state appropriation either 
for the support of the common school or 
for the care of our worthy confederate vet- 
erans. In a government such as ours, 
where the will of the people is the law 
of the land, the education of its children 
is the best investment which a state can 
make, for 1t will come back tenfold in 
@ virtuous, inteligent and law-abiding citi- 
zenship. The richest treasures which a 
self-governing people can possess are be- 
neath the hats and bonnets of its girls and 
boys, and the strongest fortresses which 
they can erect against future dangers are 
schuodlmouses, 

“Whatever may be thought by some of 
the wisdom of attempted secession, no one 
doubts that the great body of confederate 
soldiers fought for a love of country and 
for a reverence for its constitution as made 
and interpreted by their fathers. There 
is in history no brighter example of un- 
selfish devotion and of heroic self-sacrifice 
than that afforded by the private confed- 
eraie soldier. The democratic party has a 
right to be proud of the fact that winee the 
State government wus rescued from carpet 
bag rule it has been so administered as 
to make Georgia, in fact as in name, the 
‘Empire State of the South.’ It has foster- 
ed and encouraged all legislation designed 
for the advancement of the people of the 
and has laid deep and broad tne 
foundations fer a progressive, eniightened 
and religious citizenship.’ 


Government by Parties. 

He next spoke of the necessity of party 
organization. He said that a government 
by the people was necessarily a government 
\by political parties; that political parties 
had their beginnings in the birth and 
~ ptteng of ideas which form in the mind 
of the citizen new ideals of public policy. 
That it was political parties which shape 
and\ direct public policy and that adminis- 
ter the government; that independent poiiti- 
cal action had never accomplished any- 
‘thing; that there had always been those 
who opposed party rule and who thought 
that opposition to party government was an 
evidence of enlightened statesmanship; but 
the fact remains that political parties haye 
always been the medium, and the only me- 
dium, through which the people have exer- 
cised the governing power, He said that 
all legislation, state and national, upon 
the statute books of the country was the 
work of political parties. 

He said that there had nhever-been and 
coull never be but two controlling politi- 
cal parties in this country; that there had 
been many political movements under many 
names, inaugurated by able and patriotic 
men, but that they had alwaye been short- 
lived, and the result was that one or the 
other of the two great parties had control- 
led the fortunes and shaped the destinies 
of the republic. He said that populist 
leaders were fond of declaring that there 
was no longer any difference between the 
two old parties, as they termed them. He 
Said that this was as fallacious as jt was 
superficial. The differences between the 
democratic and.republican parties today 
were as broad and deep and radical as they 
were when Thomas Jefferson and Alexander 
Hamilton contended for politica] mastery 
in the country. He said that the demo- 
cratic party had always stood for the re- 
served rights of the states against the ten- 
dency of the republican party toward the 
obliteration of all state lines and the cen-

The democratic 
party believes that the power given by the 
constitution to lay and collect taxes was 
intended to raise revenue for the govern- 
ment, and not to raise the price of articles, 
which one class of citizens must sell and 
another class buy. The republican party 
believes in high taxes, so levied as to in- 
creese the income of one class and the out- 
lay of another clags. she democratic par- 
ty believes in the lowest possible taxes, so 
levied as’ will bear lightest upon those least 
able to pay them. The republican party, 
believing in high taxes, believes in extrava- 
gant appropriations, for one follows the 
other as inevitably as night follows day. 
The democratic party, believing in low 
taxes, believes in economy in the adminis- 
tration of the government. 


Democratic Doctrine. 

“Every, platform that the democratic par- 
ty has ever made has been an open decla- 
ration of war against trusts, syndicates 
and monopolies, the pets of the republican 
party. The democratic party believes that 
the wealth of this country should remain in 
the pockets of the people who create it, 
and not be taken by legislative robbery 
and given to protected and favored classes, 
who are becoming the money kings of the 
world. In my opinfon, there has never 
been a time in the history of the country 
when it was so important for the people 
that the democratic party should be in 
power as it would be in the years ahead 
of us. The thought of the whole country 
is consumed with new and perplexing prob- 
lems and its heart is beating with new 
and strange fancies. An era of experiment, 
of struggle and of ambition is opening up 
which involves not only the expenditure 
of untold millions, but the very life of the 
republic. When it iy recalled that thirty 
years from the close of the war between the 
states finds over a milNon names upon the 
federal pension rolls, that the amount an- 
nually appropriated by the general govern- 
ment is growing larger and larger each 
year, it is not difficult to conceive to what 
taxation and expenditures the new policy 
of imperialism will lead.” 

He appealed to the populists, many of 
whom he said he knew were honest, patri- 
otic men, who had joined that party in 
good faith, to obtain what they thought and 
believed were the rights of the people, to 
come back to the democratic party, the 
party of their fathers’ and their brothers, 
and to fight with i against the republican 
party, which was the party of classes and 
the foe of the masses, He said that every 
man, regardless of past differences, who 
wishes to preserve the institutions of this 
government, who believed as its founders 
did, that the vast republic with its diverse 
interests and local needs could be best 
served by a diffusion of liberty and enlight- 
enment among the people, rather than by a 
concentration of wealth and privilege at 
the national capitol, should take his place 
in the democratic party, for that party was 
now, as it was in the days ‘of Thomas 
Jefferson, the only true and genuine party 
of the people. 


The Inevitable Results of Fusion. 


He called attention to political conditions 
as they now exist in North Carolina, re- 
sulting from a, so-called fusion of the re- 
publicans and populists of th state. He 
said that the movement had , econe: con- 
fusion worse confounded upon the people of 
the Old North State. That all forms of 
petty tyranny, mean ané@ despicable oppres- 
sion, had been indulged in. That the state 
was torn with dissension from one end to 
the other, That men who had been promi- 
nent in the past history of the state and 
conspicuous for thetirepart in its upbuild- 
ing, had been persectited. and humiliated in 
every conceivable. way. That under the 
existing state government there was no re- 
sponsibility upon either political party; each 
charged the other with duplicity and wrong, 
and that the respectable populists were 
openly renouncing and denouncing the acts 
of the state officials from the highest to the 
lowest. 

He said that what was accomplished two 
years ago in North Carolina was being at- 
tempted now in one of the congressional 
districts in this state, and that a man who 
pretended to be too good a democrat to 
stand upon the Chicago platform, and who 
left his party because of the money plank 
in that platfrom, was now openly declaring, 
in order to‘’get populist votes, that two 
years ago the supported the populist candi- 
date for congress, who not only favored 
independent free coinage, but fiat money. 
And some of the populist leaders in turn, 
who left the democratic party because, for- 
sooth, it was domniated and controlled by 
the money power of the east, were now 
supporting this republican for congress, 
who not only favored protection in its every 
form, but every other heresy of that party. 

‘If there are two people in the world 
who thhave nothing in common politically,” 
he said, “‘they are an honest populist and 
a genuine republican.”’ 

He said that he was glad to be able to 
say from a visit to that district, and from 
letters received from almost every county 
in it, that the better class of populists were 
returning to the democratic party; that 
they would have none of this so-called 
fusion, and he predicted an overwhelming 
defeat of the republican candidate in the 
November election. He said that he be- 
lieved that the democratic party would tri- 
umph all over the country in the approach- 
ing congressional elections; that he did 
not despair, the world moves steadily, if 
slowly, from gloom to brightness; the trend 
of the times is with us, and that erelong 
the democratic party will control all the 
branches of th@ general government, and 
then the whole country will move forward 
into the sunlight of a new day and stand 
regenerated, redeemed and disenthralled. 


Judge Estes’s Strong Talk. 

There was much applause at Mr, du- 
Bignon’s concluding sentences, ang then 
Judge Estes was presented, with a most 
complimentary little speech, by Chairman 
Lewis, The judge said that the previous 
‘speaker had so fully covered the ground 
that there remained little for him te say, 
but he speedily contradicted his own state- 
ment by talking about a great deal that 
was new. He urged forcefully and elo- 
quently the necessity of every man’s 
thinking for himself in politics, and said 
that no man ought to inherit opinions or 
vote with a party because his father had 
voted with it. He gaid that the ballot was 
a weapon Which could cut beth ways. 
Then he reviewed the state Amocratic 
platform, and showed why it should: be 
supported by every good citizen, and he 
declared that the more a man studied the 
principles of straight democracy the 
stronger a party man he would become. 

Judge Estes’s eulogy of Colonel Candler 
was one of the features Of his address He 
spoke of the colonel as a life-long friend 
and neighbor, and he gave a chararter 
sketeh of him that I wish could be pic- 
tured to every voter in Georgia. He an- 
swered briefly but with feeling every 
charge that has been brought against tne 
colonel during the campaign, and he did 
it so well that his sentences were punc- 
tuated throughout with applause, He told 
of Colonel Candler’s career in public and 
in private life, and described him as a 
good citizen, a‘brave soldier, a faithful pub- 
lic servant, an ‘honest man, and a Christian 
gentleman. Coming from one who had 
known him for nearly thalf a century this 
meant much, and the audience appreciated 
its meaning. Mr. Hogan spoke in Alpha. 
retta last week, and he said some things 
about Coloneé] Candler which Judge ¥stes’s 
statement contradicted. And it will 
Judge Estes's statement: that will 
with Milton voters.

GRAND TIME AT MARIETTA. 


The Barbecue a Success—Speaking by 
Gov. Atkinson and Judge Maddox. 

Marietta, Ga., October 1.—(Special.)—The 
barbecue’ was a big success. Mr. wi CG. 
Green, a sturdy farmer, presided, and Sen- 
ator Clay introduced the speakers. Fully 
1,00 people were present. Governor Can- 
dler and’ Hon. F. G. duBignon had both 
been invited to be present, -but neither 
could attend, as they wad engagements 
elsewhere. 

The first speaker was Governor Atkin- 
gon. He was introdueed in a few appro- 
priate remarks by Senator Clay and made 
a very forcible speech. He took up the 
platform of the populist party and severely 
criticised that part of the platform which 
had reference to the ownership of railroads 
and “initiative and referendum.”’ He de- 
fended his administration and paid a high 
tribute to our system of public schools and 
the work done by the democratic party in 
providing pensions.

Paris, October 1.—The American and 
Spanish peace commissions assembled for 
their first business session at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon in the room asigned to them 
for their deliberations at the French for- 
cign office. A special entiance is set apart 
for the use of commissioners in order to 
furnish them with every privacy and con- 
venience possible. 

The entire suite of rooms may be describ- 
ed as being of massive appearance.

During the session, which lasted ninety 
minutés, the intercourse was conducted 
satisfactorily throughout, the American in- 
terpreter being Mr. Ferguson. The Span- 
ish interpreter was not present. 

It Was agreed upon by both commissions 
that no account of the proceedings should 
be revealed, and it is understood that there 
will be a conference obviaiing the choice 
of a presiding officer. 

The conversation today was conducted 
in Spanish and in English by the respec- 
tive commissions. 

The members talked in groups before 
they took their places at the tables and 
continued to talk in pairs after they were 
seated. There were no speeches and the 
entire session was devoted to mapping out 
the future work. But even on this point 
nothing definite was arranged.

WAR CONDUCT INVESTIGATION. 


COMMISSION GIVEN MATERIAL 
UPON WHICH TO WORE. — 


New York Paper Sends Accusations 
with Names and Dates to 


‘UWOISSTUIUIOD 94} 


Washington, D. C., October 1—The inves- 
tigating committee devoted its time today 
largely to the consideration of a state- 
ment filed by Nelson Hersch on behalf 
of The New York World, giving what he 
styles a record of facts concerning the 
establishment of Camp Wikoff and its 
management, together with the specific 
instances of abuses, charged to have ex- 
isted, dates, number of sick in hospitals 
and deaths. 

The war department is charged with fre- 
quent changes of pians and it is assert- 
ed that General Young was given only 
six days tor tne preparation of the camp 
before the arrival of troops, when tWvu 
weeks’ time was necessary, which caused 
“great confusion.”” On the l4th of Au-

Atlanta’s name was on the list. 

This announcement will occasion 
surprise among those who are acquainted 
‘with the recent significant actions of the 
poard. It was known that Atlanta had been 
highly recommended by all officers who 
' have inspected the sites near this city 
‘as one of tfie. best locations in the south, 
tand Secretary of War Alger, during his 
recent visit to Atlanta expressed himself 
as highly pleased with the sites he in- 
epected. 

It ig not known in what portion of the 
city the soldiers will be located, nor is 
the number that will be sent to this city 
known, but the officials at Washington have 
assured those who have been looking after 
Atlanta’s interest that a large number of 
troops will be quartered here. 

In addition to Atlanta the following 
following points have been recommended 
‘by the Schwan board for the sites of winter 
army camps: 

Augusta, Ga.; Columbus, S. C.; Green- 
ville, S. C.; Spartanburg, S. C.; Athens, Ga.; 
Macon, Ga.; Columbus, Ga.; Americus, 
Ga., and Albany, Ga. 

Only volunteer regiments will be quarter- 

‘ed at the camps to be located in these 
cities. The war department announced its 
intention some time ago of transferring 
the camps from the northern states, where 
the soldiers would be subjected to the rig- 
orous climates, to the southern’ states,

The transfer will be made-as soon as the | 
"cold season begins and this movement on | 


the part of the war depariment is one ac- 
tion which méets with the entire approval 
of both soldiers and citizens. A 
army board, headed p€ General Schwan, 
with Surgeon O'Reilly and Colonel Hodg- 
gon as associates, was appointed for tne 
purpose of selecting sites, and these officers 
have just finished a tour of the south. 
They were convinced from the time they 
started on the tour tbat the proper place 
for the camp sites was on the Atlantic 
-coast states, and they made a careful in- 
spection of all cities where it was thought 
‘camps could be located. During the visit 
of the officers to this city they were shown 
ithe sites thought to be the best and they 
i edmitted at that time that they were very 
\much pleased.’ 

The result of their tour of inspection was 
the announcement made yesterday by Gen- 
‘eral Schwan in Washington. It is the inten- 
tion to have the largest i my of the 
‘troops quartered at Augusta, G®, and the 
‘other regiments will be divided between 
| the other cities. It is more than probable 
' that a jarge number will come to this city, 
as the many advantages of this city were 
| made fully apparent to the members of the

The idea 
in selecting the cities named seems to be 
to have the men as near to these two 
cities a8 possible so that they can be 
rushed off at a moment's notice. 

The troops to be camped in Georgia and 
South Carolina will number about 56,000. 
They will probably be equally djstributed 
among the ten cities which have been 
named, which makes it probable that about 
5,000 soldiers will be quartered in Atlanta. 
The city has agreed to extend the water 
mains to the camp site, provided it is within 
a reasonable distance of this city, and work 
of arranging this water supply will likely 
commence within a short time.

“Of course, the committee cdilld not pred- 
icate the appointment of managers and 
clerks on any such proposition as that of 
Biving any candidate ‘representatian.’ The 
humblest candidate for sexton has just as 
much involved in the issues of the election 
as Mr. Woodward or Mr. Martin and ts 
entitled to and would rece@ive the same 
consideration at the hands ef the commiit- 
tee.

race in North Carolina are engaged today 
in a momentous struggie for supremacy. 

Although it has been conducted in peace, 
without loss of life or even the letting of 
blood, it is as much a war for conquest 


as was ever fought and won or lost by 
1 


armed hosts. 

The black race, united, solid, aggressive, 
is marching as one man against the divid- 
ed white with the avowed purpose of over- 
throwing what slight vestige of their power 
remains and setting up for themselves a 
sovereign negro state. 


Then they will repeal the laws 
egainst intermarriage between the 
races and mixed schools, and all other 
laws which, in any manner, shape or 
form, provide for separate accommo- 
dations for whites and blacks. 

This may be denied for political effect, 
but there is abundant evidence to sustain 
the assertion, and the evidence is furnished 
by the colored people. 

Their aim is to colonize and negroize 
North Carolina and to so firmly establish 
themselves in possession that the black 
race will flock here from other southern 
states. 

This is the solution of the race question 
which the negroes are attempting for them- 
selves.

This was the substance 
of the talk in both South Carolina and 
Virginia. The blacks are very much dis- 
satisfied with the political conditions in the 
former state and are anxious to get away. 
Nor is this a fanciful and altogether il- 
lusive dream of commonwealth on the part 
of its projectors. On the contrary, it is 
far more practical than Bishop Turner’s 
scheme to deport his people to Africa 
and colonize and civilize the dark ‘conti- 
nent. It is more practical, too, than the 
plan suggested by our own gifted Geor- 
gian, John Temple Graves, who for years 
has been propagating the theory of form- 
ing @ negro state somewhere in our.great 
western domain. The colored man of the 
south does not want to go to Africa nor 
to the west.

They are fighting for their 
homes in a double sense. They realize that 
it:is to their pecuniary interest to drive 
back this advancing wave of black supre- 
macy before it engulfs them in everlasting 
ruin. 
The Menace To Womanhood. 

And then there is the other danger, 
greatest of all, the menace to the woman- 
hood of the state, the constant and gTrowW- 
ing peril of each man’s wife and daugh- 
ter. That is the thought which is seated 
in the mind and on the heart of every 
man who loves his family. I know it to 


| be a fact that the operatives in the cotton 


mills and the tobacco factories and the 
various shops and manufacturing concerns 
all through the state have given more at- 


/ tention to this phase of the subject than to 
' any other, ' 


And, so far as my observation goes, 
the same is true of the farmers who here- 
tofore have voted with the republicans. 
It cannot be denied that in many counties 
the farmer leaves his family with appre- 
hension. While in the field ‘his ear is 
strained to catch the first shriek of warn- 
ing: His eye ever turns in the direction 
of his humble home. There is a prayer in 
his heart if not on his Hps for the pro- 
tection of his dear ones when he goes 
out in the morning and there is gratitude 
when ‘he returns and finds them safe. 

Fusion and the accession of the blacks 
to power have lessened the respect and 
fear of the law amung the vicious. In- 
cendia speeches and writings by black 
menyfo black men must have inflamed some 
of them. Such a tremendous wave of indig- 
nation has just swept the state over a 
aublished siander on the white women 
that actual violence by the criminally in- 
clined has been checked. But if the cam- 
paign of the blacks for the conquest of 


the state succeeds this fall, an epidemic of 


assaults upon the unprotected in the coun- 
try is predicted. 

This has aroused the pure womanhood 
of North Carolina from the Seashore to 
the mountains. They: are asking their hus- 
bands and sons how they intend to vote— 
for the wives and mothers and sisters or 


nor’ aagre supremacy and a reign of ter- 
ror? 


A Poor But Noble Woman. 

Here is a case in point: ‘A populist of 
some influence in his community was given 
a postoffice by’ the republicans in order to 
win ‘his support. The income from the 
office, though small, helped him in support- 
ing his family. He had made up his mind 
to vote the fusion ticket this year. 

A friend who knew how the postmaster 
felt, asked the latter’s son how he was go- 
ing to vote. The young man, who had just 
come of age, replied that he had not made 
up this mind, but the chances were he 
would vote with his father. 

“What does your mother say?” asked the 
netghbor. 

‘‘Mother wants us to vote for the demo- 
crats on the white man’s ticket,’ said the 
youth. 

“Have you thought that if you vote the 
fusion ticket you vote for the negroes 
against your own mother?”’’ 

‘“‘No, I had not looked at it that way, but 
that is right, and I am _ going to vote 
mother’s ticket.” 

“Let me ask you,’”’ continued the neigh- 
bor, “to get your mother to put the case 
to your father as I have put it to you.”’ 

The next morning the postmaster went 
over early to see his neighbor. 

‘See here, my friend, you have been in- 
terfering with my family and my politics,”’ 
the postmaster began good humoredly. ‘‘My 
wife wanted to know last night whether I 
was going to vote against her or against 
the negroes. I told her that if I voted the 
democratic ticket, the republicans would 
turn me out of the postoffice, and what do 
you think she said then? Why, God bless 
her, she said she knew we were miginty 
poor, and needed the few dollars we get 
out of the office, but she said she would 
put up with the poverty and any hardships 
without a murmur.” 

“Then what did you say?’ 

‘“] just hugged the old woman end told 
her I would vote her ticket, too.”

There are some white counties eas: of 
the line named, Sampsen for instance, and 
Wayne, Johnston and Onslow, but there 
are fully twenty counties in which, when 
the whites divide as they did in 18% and 
Wake county, in 
which Raleigh, the capital ofthe state, Is 
situated. is controlled by the negroes. They 
are in® the minority as to numbers, but 
by giving offices to a few white pie hunters 
of the Hal Ayer stripe, they have been able 
to capture the county government. Samp- 
son county, which was mentioned as an 
exception, is the home-of Senator Marion 
Butler, who was here today. He runs 
He remarked to 
me within the last hour tnat he is related 
to half the white people in the county and 
his wife is related to the other half, hence 
his influence there is not strange, 

I have stated that the negroes have 
strengthened their position by legislation. 
They have done it in various ways, but the 
most effectual of aal was the adoption of 
a new registration and election law. in 
Georgia, and I believe in most states, a tux 
defaulter cannot vote. He must keep his 
taxes paid up or he loses his ballot. The 
registration books are carefully watched 
to prevent minors, non-residents and ex- 
convicts fromygetting on the lists of most 
states. 

Here the registration law is very broad. 
The gates are thrown open and anyone who 
will make oath that he is of legal age and 
{is qualified to vote, cap Tegister. The reg- 
istration is largely in ®Wne hands of the 
negroes and the fusionists .wo years ago, 
and it will be again this year in precincts 
where the populist registrar co-operates 
with the colored registrar. Hundreds of 
cases were reported two years ago where 
negro boys were registered. Reputable 
white men might make oath that they 
knew of their own persona] knowledge that 
the boy wus not more tnan eighteen years 
«ld, but if he stated that Uncle Mose had 
told him he was born in 1875 he would be 
registered. 

This year the registration frauds will be 
reduced. In many counties the popullsts 
will not lend their aid to the black registra- 
tion clerk and ihe voting Hist will be 
purged to some extend. Every White Gov- 
ernment Union Club has a committee to 
lock after this matter and to challenge 
every one who is not eM@@€tled to register. 
This ought to Keep 10,000 fraudulent ballots 
out of the boxes. 

No Fear as to the Count. 

The democrats are not afrald of a fraud- 
ulent count. They will be represented at 
every ballot box, and if the blacks and the 
fusionists attempt to cheat in counting the 
ballets it will be detected—and there will 
be trouble.

1896. I saw Major Guthrie and Senator 
Butler in conference this afternoon and 
judging from the wig-wagging of their 
heads and the gesticulations of both, it 
was a right lively interview.

W hite 
offered to pay half and he said he noticed 
that Smith had erased his own name from 
the note. In concluding his letter, White 
said: 

“In conclusion, Mr. Editor, permit me to

The 
negro juror wanted to acquit Cicero. While 
the jurors were deliberating, the defendant 
filed and his bond was forfeited. He was ar- 
rested in Norfolk, returned to Windsor, 
convicted and sentenced to one year in tne 
county workhouse. The negro jailer, who 
is chairman of the republican party in 
Bertie, sent Cicero’s breakfast to him by 
a boy, and Cicero didn’t do a thing but eat 
the Lreakfast, lock the boy in the cell and 
skip. 

The negroes had a white man named Jor- 
dan artested in this county not long ugo 
for cursing a woman. Jordan demanded a 
removal of his case to a white magistrate, 
and the negro magistrate finally transferred 
it to a white magistrate, named Madlin,

This was the home of Governor Dan 
Russell whom his own party, the republi- 
can, threatens to impeach. Perhaps it ts 
unfalr to the republicans to say that Rus- 
sell belongs to their organization, because 


a few weeks ago he seemed to be more 


populist than anything else. Anyway, 
Wilmington was Russell's home before he 
became governor. 

Jim Young, the only negro colonel in 
the United States army, used to live here 
and the city has others of whom she does 
not boast. Negro domination is very 
much in evidence. A negro policeman 
carrying a club behind his -back just 
Ssauntered past the hotel. Negroes are 
thick now at the federal building just 
across the street. John Dancy, collector of 
the port, is a negro, so Savannah has not 
the only colored pebble on the fheach. 
Several negroes hold positions at the 
county courthouse. There are three on 
the board of aldermen. The full board 
One of the fu- 
sion legislatures forced a uew charter on 
the city. This charter made five alder- 
men elective by the people and directed 
the governor to appoint five more. It was 
known that the democrats would elect 
three of the five, so the governor ap- 
pointed five republicans, making the board 
stand seven republicans and three demo- 
crats, 

The register of deeds in a negro, and 
there are negro school committeemen in 
the county, New Hanover. 

A bitter campaign ia on here and the 
democrats, under determined leaders, are 
going to’ carry the county if it can pos- 
sibly be done. There is much talk of trou- 
ble about election time. A little more 
than a month ago winchesters began to 
be shipped in here and there is no tell- 
ing how many citizens have taken the 
precaution to arm themselves so that 
they may be prepared if a riot breaks out. 
Twenty-five rifles were bought by work- 
men in one shop. They marched off at 
night with the guns on their shoulders. 
They said that they did not know how 
soon arms might be needed to defend 
their wives and children. While many of 
the blacks are respectful, there are others 
who are insulting, coarse and brutal. It 
is here that the negro paper is published 
which defamed the poor white women of 
the state. There came near being an out- 
break then. Now that paper is advising 
the black men to avoid anything which 
may cause a general collision between the 
races. Manly, the editor, holds a public 
office here, but he hag toned down for the 
time being. 

Dancy, the collector of the port, is vice 
president of a negro organization in which 
the proposition was made recently to pe- 
gin an aggressive fight to repeal laws in 
ajl._ states which forbid marriage between 
whites and blacks and mixed schools. 

The republicans have not nominated a 
county tickef. Two years ago this county 
sent one white and one black republican 
to the legislature. As no nominations 
have been made, it is not quite possible 
to say whether the white republicans will 
have a show or not. 

The republicans have made one nomina- 
tion, Lockey, for superior court judge, 
Lockey has a barber shop on Front street 
opposite the market house. He has three 
ehairs for customers. When I went up 
by there this afternoon there were anly 
two barbers in the shop. Lockey ‘was 
Over at his other place of business, his 
law office. He is white, but Governor 
Russell, in a letter written six years ago 
called him a scoundrel. Russell was a re- 
publican himself then. The Jetter was ad- 
dressed to Mr. A. Brady, Charlotte,’ N. 
C. In it Russell said: “I hear that you 
and Colonel Myers were named by the 
Jim Young-Lockey gang at Rockingham. 
The decent republicans at this end regret 
that men of character like yourself and 
Colonel Myers should be yoked with a 
€ang of scoundrels with whom not one 
single respectable man in this region will 
affiliate. Of course you may answer that 
they are just as good ag such rsacals as 
Gordon & Company. It seems that the 
rascals are on top at both ends (of the 
congressional ditrict), 

“We had made up our minds not to be 
bound by hoodlums and thieves. I hope 
Colonel Myers will not permit himself to 
be humiliated and degraded by running on 
the same ticket with Lockey.’’ 

In a postscript Russell observed that 
“the negroes generally go with the ras- 
cals.”’ 

Four years later Russel! was the can- 
didate of the negroes for governor and 
after he was elected, he appointed this 
same Jim Young a director for ‘the white 
asylum for the blind and Young was 
made chairman of the committee on edu- 
cation, 

Russell wanted to defeat Lockey for nom- 
ination on the judiciary ticket, not be- 
cause Lockey is any worse than some of 
Russell's pets, but because the Wilming- 
ton barber was unfriendly to him. Lockey 
made a fight here against the governor 
and the latter surrendered, allowing the 
barber to take the county's delegation. 

All the state votes on the judiciary 
ticket, just as is proposed in Georgia, The 
democrats think they will beat Lockey.

The 
populists are coming over to democracy 
and the democrats will watch the registra- 
tion carefully to see that South Carolina 
negroes are not registered. This district 
adjoins South Carolina and colonization 
of negroes js possible. Many strange ones 
have appeared in the border counties, but 
tab is being kept on them and they will 
not all get on the registration boards. 

I told in The Constitution of September 
{th how easy it is to register in North 
Carolina. Any man, or boy for that mat- 
ter, who will take oath that he has been 
a citizen of the state twelve months and 
of the county six months and had ‘not 


been convicted of a felony can register. | 


The burden is on the challenger, as it 
should be perhaps, but there is too much 
burden here and it is not at all difficult 
to get a large fraudulent registration of 
negroes in the count where there is a 
negro registrar in near fery precipct. 
An ex-convict can move intp an adjoining 
county where he jis not kndwn and regis- 
ter, and hundreds, possibly thousands, did 
register and vote two yearg ago. 

But ask a white man anywhere you meet 
him how the state igs going in November 
and if he is a fusionist he will answer 
that it is doubtful: if he is a democrat, 
he will reply: ‘‘We intend to earry the 
legislature.’’ ; 

The democrats want the legislature, 
both branches, and the county offices. They 
do not care so much about the congres- 
sional ticket, although they are working 
hard for it in the districts where nomina- 
tions have been made. The state judi- 
ciary ticket is also very important and it 
stands a good chance to be elected. 

Lockey is not the only easy maak on 
thé fusion ticket by any means, 

Crime in Wilmington. 

One of the worst Outrages which has oc- 
curred in this city was the unprovoked at- 
tack on Mr. R. F, Hammey, a prominent 
merchant here. He is a man of high 
Standing, and his word is as good as any 
man’s bond. On February 7, 18%, a negro 
policeman, R. F. Holmes, wearing his 
badge and uniform, entered Mr. Holmes’s 
Store and said: “You insulted my child 
this morning.’ ' 

Mr. Hammey, who had done nothing of 
the kind, indignantly denied the charge. 
The policeman instanNy hit him with 
brass knucks and knocked him down. Mr. 
Hammey sprang up and attacked Holmes, 
who attempted to draw a pistol. Tony 
Ashe, a negro deputy sheriff who ‘had ac- 
companied Holmes to the store, and was 
waiting outside, ran in and assisted the po- 
liceman. Holmes was tried for assault 
with a deadly weapon. 

Half the jurors were negroes, and they 
voted to acquit Holmes, and there was a 
mistrial. On the second tria] the defense 
Bot one negro on the jury and he voted for 
acquittal, making another mistrial. After 
a third attempt to get a trial and failing, 
the solicitor no] prossed the case, stating 
that a white man could not get justice in 
the courts of New Hanover. Mr. Hammey 
carries scars today made by "the assault. 

Wilmington thas twenty-four negro po- 
licemen, three negro aldermen, a negro 
collector of the port and negro deputy col- 
lector, six negro schoo] committeemen and 
forty negro magistratés. Counting them 
all, deputy sheriffs, constables and clerks, 
here must be 100 negroes in office here. 

The chief of police, Melton, has a white 
skin, buf that color, like beauty, is only 
6ékin deep. There is sworn testimony in 
the records to show that he ig a gambler 
and a frequenter of saloons and dens of 
vice, and not in his official capacity, either. 
The police force neither protects property 
nor catches criminals. 

Melton, the chief, arrested P. H. Ben- 
son, a private on the force, for sleeping on 
the street, though not on duty. Benson 
was discharged by Mayor 8. P. Wright, 
whereupon Benson cursed the mayor, de- 
clared that he was a gambler and offered 
to prove It. 

Last April a negro mob attempted to 
take a negro woman prisoner away from 
Policeman W. D. George. They threw 
bricks at him and he fired into the crowd. 
A negto boy fell dead. The policeman’s 
defense was that the boy was killed by 
some one in the crowd. George was fre- 
jeased by the coroner. The general im- 
pression is that the bullet which killed 
the boy was intended for the policeman. 

There are six health officers in the city, 
all negroes, but the condition of the city 
would warrant one in assuming that there 
is no sanitary department here at all. 

The negro children are very imprudent 
and aggravating. Keeping at a sober dis- 
tance they guy and insult the white men 
and women, while white children are their 
special] prey for torment. Several instances 
were recited to me of insults to white la- 
diese. girls and small children on the streets 
here. 

The citizens complain of the lawlessness 
which prevails because the burglars and 
thieves do not fear the police. A negro 
boy who was arrested by a private citizen 
said that he passed five policemen with 
a shotgufi on his shoulder which they had 
been notified had been stolen. 


BOUND OVER FOR ASSAULT. 


Bond Is Required of W. A. Gilbert 
and His Son. 

W. A. Gilbert, a white man, and his son, 
Willie Gilbert, were yesterday afternoon 
bound over by Justice Foute to the city 
criminal court on charges of assault and 
battery. The allege@ assault is said to 
have been made upon Doster Eberhardt, 
a small negro boy. The warrant wus 
sworn out by his mother. 

It is alleged by the prosecutrix that Wil- 
lie Gfibert and her boy were engaged 
in a fight when W. A. Gilbert went to 
the assistance of his boy and inflicted 
several bruises upon the negro. The de- 
fense contended that Mr. Gilbert entered 
the scrimmage merely to prevent his bay 
from getting hurt and did no harm to the 


negro y. 
Justice Foute, after hearing the evidence, 


required bonds of $190 from each of the 
defendants and the cases will be tried at 
the next term of the city criminal court.

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THE FALL SESSION OF THE GEOR- 
gia School of Technology will open to- 
morrow morning at 8 o’clock and the shops 
will be opened and the machinery started. 
The classes will meet in the chapel and 
the new men who during the latter part 
of last week were standing the entrance 
examinations will be agsigned to their 
classes. The different classes—apprentice, 


| junior, middle and senior—will go to their 


respective classrooms and their profes- 
sors will assign the work that is to be 
accomplished and outline the work to be 
done during the year. 

“The prospects of the school were never 
better,’’ said President Hall yesterday. 
“When the attendance, reaches its height, 
which will not be before February, at 
which time the textile school will proba- 
bly be in operation, there will be nearly 
400 students matriculated in the institu- 
tion. 

“Over ninety new men,”’ continued Presi- 
dent Hall, ‘‘have registered in the appren- 
tice class. There will be on Monday morn- 
ing an attendance of over 300 and the 
number will steadily increase during the 
winter months.”’ 

The competitive examination for the 
Aaron French scholarship was decided yes- 
terday. There were twenty applications 
for it and the award was made to Mr. 
Edward Klein, of Atlanta. Those tcontest- 
ing came from all parts of the state and 
some from other states. Much interest was 
showr. in the undertaking and Mr. Klein 
Was warmly congratulated on the high 
average he made, whica was 86.6, which 
President Hall said, considering the rigid 
manner in which the examinations are 
conducted, is extremely high. Mr. Klein 
exceeded the next one to him over 12 
units. 

The scholarship.is given by Mr. French, 
of Pittsburg, Pa., who has helped the work 
of establishing a textile school here. Mr. 
Klein has now the opportunity of borrow- 
ing from the school .teustees $150 a year 
until his graduation in 1902. He can then 
pay the money back as he garns it. 

The examinations. which have been going 
On have been very successful. There have 
been few men turned away for deficiencies 
and the classes will dave their full number 
“ut the opening. 

Many improvementsS N&ve been made at 
the school during the past summer, There 
is now in course off construction a new 
blacksmith shop that will have in it 
twenty-one forges with all the modern ap- 
pliances accompanying these. The other 
machinery of the shops has been thorough- 
ly overhauled and every department is com- 
plete. 

The work on the textile school will be 
commenced very soon. The plans for the 
building are expected here by October 
15th. As soon as the building is completed 
and the faculty selected the school will be 
placed in operation. Mr. P. C. Brooks, who 
was the diretor of the Lowell textile school, 
Says that the Georgia textile school will 
be one of the best equipped and most 
thorough cotton’ textile schools in the 
world. 

The legislature will be asked as soon 
as it convenes for $10,000 appropriation each 
year to maintain the institution. 

The dormitories at the school are now 
filled. There are three men in each room. 
President Hall said yesterday that every 
effort would be made to take care of every 
boy who applied for room in the dormito- 
ries, as he wished all to have the benefit 
of the cheap rates of boarding afforded 
thereby. 

There will be representatives in the school 
from North Carolina, South Carolina, Ala- 
bama, Florida, Mississippi, Louisiana, 
Texas and Arka.isas, which shows the high 
standard and reputation the school is gain- 
ing.

The Central Wants a New Depot for 
Atlanta, and the Other Owners of 
the Old Shed Want To Patch 
It Up and Make It 
Answer.

THE LOCAL RAILROAD COMPANIES 
who recently decided to patch up the old 
shack of a union depot need some one to 
patch up the little trouble that is brewing 
among themselves on account of this patcn- 
ing crusade, An effort to put the rose of 
youth of this fossiliferous structure that 
has died its natural death long ago, is the 
cause of all the trouble, and therein lurks 
an interesting tale. 

When it was recently heralded to the 
world the owners of the shack had voted 
to raise the floor, raise the crossings at 
Loyd, Whitehall and Pryor streets so as 
to prevent the fishing in the shed, it was 
remarked that this movement was pecullar- 
ly appropos of the recent new agitation 
which has been lodged at the doorstep of 
the state railroad commission. 

It has since leaked out that all the rep- 


‘hesentatives of the roads owning the pres- 


ent depot by no means favored the pro- 
posed improvements. In fact, the Central 
did not yote for the improvements, and ac- 
cording to the .statement of an official of 


another road favoring the improvements, 


yesterday, the Central will .be forced 


to pay its share of the cost whether it 


favors the plan or not. As to whether the 
Central can be forced remains to be seen. 
The Central's reason for refusing to enter 
into this improvement scheme is of par- 
ticular interest at this time to all Atlan- 


tians. 
Two Meetings Were Held. 

It seems this question of depot improve- 
ment has been under consideration for sev~- 
eral weeke The owners of the shed are 
the Central, the Geotgia, the Atlanta and 
West Point and the Western and Atlantic. 
The owners and the board of control are 
separate and distinct bodies. 

Some ten days ago the owners held a 
meeting and the improvement proposition 
was sprung. The Central was represented 
at this meet.ug by Generai Superintendent 
Kline, who, it is said, opposed the improve- 
ments on the grounds that the old shack 
was not worthy of the expenditure of any 
more money and that no steps should be” 
taken anyway until the present agitation 
for a new depot was settied. 

This afgument did not‘seem to have any 
weight with the representatives of the 
Georg.a, the West Point and the Western 
and Atlant‘c, who, it is sald, wanted to 
go right ahead with the improvements. 

The matter not being definitely settled 
at this first meeting, another meeting was 
cailed for last Thursday a week ago in 
the vitice of President Smith, of the West 
Point, in the Equitable building. It is a 
sigaificant fact that the Central road was 
not represented at this meeting. 

The representatives of the Georgia, West 
Point and Western and Atlantic unani- 
mously decided, so it is said, to appropriate 
$7,000 for the raising of the floor of the car 
shed eight inches, and for the rafsing of 
the street crossings. The plan of extending 
the width of the shed thirty feet, of con-

General Superintendent Kline. of the Cen- 
tral, reported to his vice president the 
Position he had taken in the matter, and 
stated before leaving the city several days 
ago he had objected to the proposed im- 
provements for reasons already stated. 

Meanwhile the contract has been let to 
Grant Wilkins, who is now preparing plans 
for the improvements. It was stated posi- 
tively to a Constitution representative yes- 
terday afternoon by an official of one of 
the roads owning the station that the ma- 
jorigy vote would rule epd that the Cen- 
tral road would be compelled to contribute 
its share toward the improvements no mat- 
ter whether it wanted to or not. 

Viaduct Cuts Quite a Figure. 

The erection of the Mitchel! street via- 
duct by the Southern and Central roads 
and the city of Atlanta jointly is indicative 
of the position of the roadg im this im- 
provement matter, which has behind it the 
new depot problem. 

The Central and Southern are in favor 
of a new depot in west Atlanta, and it 
is thought that after the viaduct. is com- 
pleted some steps will be taken in this 
direction. The Western and Atlantic and 
the Georgia roads are opposed to a new 
depot in this locality. An Official of a road 
‘not interested in the ownership’ of the 
present structure stated yesterday after- 
noon to a Constitution. representative he 
did not believe it was the imtention of the 
owners of the shed to make any repairs 
there whatever. 

This controversy is a many sided ques- 
tion, and those old shed improvements, and 
who pays for them, will be watched with 
great interest by the people of Atlanta.

This is the last Sunday the Second Geor- 
gia regiment wil] be in camp, and on this 
eccount the usual rules will be broken, 
and the regiment will be seen on dress 
parade. 

Thousands of people are anxious to see 
the last dress parade of the regiment, and 
for this reason Colonel Brown has or- 
dered a parade for this afternoon at 4 
o'clock. It is not customary for the regi- 
ment to parade on Sundays, but an ex- 
ception will be made today. 

It is not yet known whether or not a 
dress parade will be held tomorrow after- 
noon. If the paymaster concludes his work, 
there will be no parade, but if he is not 
able to finish then, the parade will in all 
probability be held. 

The crowd which will visit the camp this 
afternoon to watch the dress parade will 


be the largest which has visited Camp At- |

kinson since the regiment has been in At- 
lanta. The place will be crowded with 
visitors, and the soldiers will be at their 
best. ; 
A great crowd was present at the dress 
parade yesterday’ afternoon, and on ac- 
count of early darkness the parade was 
held earlier than usual.

If the 
paymaster works today he will be able to 
pay off the regiment tomorrow, but if the 
payrolls are not audited until Monday, 
the men will probably not receive their 
pay unti] Tuesday. The men are anticipat- 
ing with pleasure the receipt of their 
money. 

That the regiment will break camp and 
leave Piedmont park before Wednesday, 
hardly seems probable, although the gen- 
eral opinion among the officers seems to 
be that the regiment will leave Tuesday. 
On account of the fact that it cannot be 
learned exactly when the paymaster will 
complete his work, it cannot be definitely 
stated when the regiment will leave. 

In anticipation of the payment of the 
men, Coleone] Brown has sent a provost 
guard of twelve men, two non-commissjon- 
ed and one commissioned officer into the 
city to patrol the Streets. While it is not 
believed that this guard will be needed, 
Colonel Brown is determined that there 
shall not be the slightest disturbance, and 
intends to keep the men under proper dis- 
cipline while they are in the city.

PATROLS THE CITY 


Squads from the Second Georgia on 
Police Duty. 


RENDEZVOUS AT THE BARRACKS 


Will Look After Those Who May Get 
Too Jolly. 


the Guard, Has a Talk with the 
Chief of Police. 


Provost guard remained in the 
city all night to see that soldiers did 
not become too boisterous, 


A PROVOST GUARD RENDERED AS- 
sistance to police the city yesterday after- 
noon and last night. The guard was from 
the Second Georgia and presented a very 
unusual spectacle when it began the patrol 
of the central portion of the city with their 
guns and bayonets. 

The provost guard from the Second Geor- 
gia was sent out for the purpose of taking 
care of any of the boys if they became too 
jubilant over pay day and allowed their 
exuberant spirits to overflow into intoxi- 
cation. 

Yesterday afternoon at 3 o’clock Lieuten- 
ant A. L. King, with Sergeant N. C. Hoyt 
and Corporal C. P. Baker and twelve picked 


men, marched up to the police barracks. 


The men had all their accouterments and 
their belts were filled with loaded car- 
tri¢ges. The appearance of the squad was 
exceedingly warlike and a-large crowd of 
citizens, not understanding what the dem- 
onstration meant, collected about the bar- 
racks. 

Lieutenant King halted the squad on the 
sidewalk opposite the barracks, and leav- 
ing the men in charge:of the sergeant, 
went upstairs and held a private talk 
with Acting Chief of Police Joiner. 

The lHMeutenant explained to the acting 
chief of police that he had been detailed 
with a squad to patrol the city in the in- 
terest of the Second Georgia. It had been 
deemed necessary to have a provost guard 
to take care of any members of the Second 
Georgia who might be in a condition to 
get into trouble. 

It was agreed between the acting chief 
of police and the lieutenant that all mem- 
bers of the Second Georgia who were quiet- 
ly and inoffensively ‘“full’’ would be han- 
dled by the provost guard, but if. there 
were any fighta or disorder resulting from 
the “‘full’’ condition, then the police only 
were to have authority over the lawbreak- 
ers. 

Yesterday was pay day with the Second 
Georgia and it was feared that some of 
the boys might expend some of their saiary 


‘for liquid refreshments, and as it is typical 


among some soldiers to be excessively con- 
genial, there was a probability of a few 
of them taking on more of such refresh- 
ments than they could conveniently ‘‘tote.”’ 
It was to take care and look after tnese 
men that the provost guard was sent from 
Camp Atkinson to the city. 

The acting chief of police turned over 
the recorder’s courtroom to the provust 
guard for a rendezvous and in the court- 
room they will sleep as long as the guard is 
Kept in the city. 

Four of the guard will remain at the 
police barracks all the while as a reserve 
and the others will patrol the principal 
6treets in the center of the city. 

It is the first time since the old war 
days in the sixties that Atlanta nas had 
such a thing as a provost guard to do ja- 
trol duty. Since the war with Spain began 
Atlanta has not had a real warlfke demon- 
strafion until the provost guard took charge 
of the city in the interests of the Second 
Georgia yesterday afternoon. 

The police department was heartily r'ad 
of the move, for the police have never 
liked to arrest home soldiers, especiaily 
when there was nothing more than a little 
jollity going on. 

The Second Georgia has been noted for 
the good order and sobriety of its men, 
and the placing of a provost guard in the 
city is no reflection on it. It was simply 
a wise precaution against something which 
might have occurred and a measure for the 
protection of its men. 

The first arrest made by the provost 
guard was at 6 o’clock yesterday evening, 
when Wesley Bagwell was taken in charge 
and turned over to the station sergeant. 
Bagwell’ is charged with some sort of 
crcokedness at the camp, and the charge 
on the docket against him is forgery. He 
left the camp and the guard was instruct- 
ed to take him in charge as soon as found.

Consolidated Taxes.

It ig very unfortunate that there should 
be any assumption that the southern pco- 
ple could or would accept a successor 
to Winnie Davis, but that the question 
should have arisen sa soon after the death 
of the gentle daughter of the confederacy, 
must been exceedingly painful to her be- 
reaved mother. Such a position as she 
held was historically unique, and certain- 
ly not elective or one that could be claim- 
ed by inheritance or even precedence. 
Whereas as at the various reunions that 
may he held in the future there may be 
,women who will be honored as the sur- 
viving representatives of the great men 
who fcught, and there may be one more 
than another entitied to’ precedence by 
right of her father’s more distinguished 
* record, there should never be any woman 
called the successor of Winnie) Davis, or 
understood to be the “Dauginter of the Con- 
federacy” in the sense that she bore the 
title. 

That title was hers from infahcy, when 
in long christening robes, and in her 
nurse’s arms, she was carried out on the 
balcony of the waite house at Richmond 
that the soldiers might see ther. Then and 
there she was christened the ‘‘Daughter of 
the Confederacy,” and beloved as such by 
the people of the southland. 

She was the daughter of the “chieftan;” 
she left no heirs, and there will never be 
a@ rightful successor to her title, 

Mrs. Helen Plane, vice president of the 
United Daughters of the Confederacy, and 
president of the Atlanta chapter, was in- 
terviewed on the subject of a successor to 
Miss Davis yesterday, and was most em. 
phatic in her protestation againt any such 
movement. 

“I was greatly pained.”’ she said, “that 
the question should have been for one mo- 
ment agitated, and I believe that not only 
the women of the confederacy in organi- 
Zation would protest against it, but I oe- 
Heve the people of the entire south would 
antagonize any effort miade to name a suc- 
cessor to the title with which Miss Davis 
was honored. 

“Not only do I think that there is no 
one eligible to the title as it was hers,” 
continued Mrs. Plane, “but few women 
wouli be worthy to bear the title. Win- 
nie Davis was a noble cultured woman, a 
credit and a pride to the south, ea woman 
with a nature, dignity and refinement truly 
ideal. I was glad to see that the moment 
the question was agitated in the press, 
that the Daughters of the Confederacy in 
michmond at once met and expressed for- 
mal protestation. These women, too, 
were the first who met, the day of Miss 
Davis's death, and started the subscription 
fora monument to her. It was appropriate 
that the women of Richmond should havs 
been the first to take active steps in pay- 
ing monumental tribute to the ‘Daughter 
of the Confederacy.’ 

“I greatly favor the idea,’’ said “Mrs. 
Plane, “of the Georgia Daughters of the 
Confederacy erecting a monument of 
thelr own to Miss Davis. The veterans and 
the sOns of veterans, in communication 
with the Daughters of the Confederacy 
in Richmond, have expressed a desire to 
aid in the movement to erect a monument 
there. With their united efforts something 
magnificent could be accomplished. 

“Then let Georgia, honored three times 
by the presence of Miss Davis, erect a 
monument to her here, for it was in 
-Atianta. unfortunately, that she fifst felt 
the illness coming upon her that resulted 
fatally.” 

It was here for the last time that the 
old veterans saw her, and I shal] never 
forget her gentieness and sweetness to 
them, when almost worn out with fatigue, 
ghe stood for hours and in that gracious, 
queenly manner of hers, spoke some cheer- 
ing word to all who spoke to her. 

“She remarked to me,” said Mrs. Plane, 
“that she had the utmost tenderness for 
Atianta and recaile? as one of the hap 
piest incidents of her life her visit here 
with her father, when, as the guests of 
Henry Grady, they were present at the 
unveiling of the Ben Hill monument.

The Safe Course! 

Whether it would pay Mr. Woodward 
to change his tactics now, we do not 
know; but it would have helped him to 
some extent if he had joined with his 
opponent in promptly answering the 
plain question which The Constitution 
has asked him in the name of the people 
of Atlanta, and which we now again 
ask him: 

WILL YOU, If ELECTED, MAYOR 
OF ATLANTA, MR. WOODWARD, 
PLEDGE YOURSELF TO VETO ANY 
MEASURE THAT MAY COME UNDER 
YOUR CONSIDERATION LOOKING TO 
THE EXTENSION OF THE LIQUOR 
HOURS OR TO THE MODIFICATION 
OF THE PRESENT REGULATIONS 
AND RESTRICTIONS GOVERNING 
THE SALE OF LIQUOR IN ATLANTA? 

The fact that he has failed to answer 
this question, but has shuffled and evad- 
ed it, is proof conclusive to a great 
many voters that he has a card up his 
sleeve; that he has it on his books to 
make some change in the liquor regula- 
tions if he can. 

He refused to answer the question 
before he knew how candidates for coun- 
cil stood on the issue, and he has re- 
fused to answer it since. His defense 
is that The Constitution is persecuting 
him and making personal attacks on him. 
Our readérs know that the only attack 
we have made on Mr. Woodward is to 
ask him to show his hand. We made 
the same request of Mr. Martin, and he 
has never suspected The Constitution 
had any idea of persecuting him. The 


truth is we have no sort of persona! | 


afiimosity against Mr. Woodward, and 
if he had given a plain and an unequiv- 
ocal answer to the question put to 
him, The Constitution would have tak- 
en no part in the contest. 

But ‘when Mr. Woodward evaded the 
question and refused to speak out, and 
tried to pose as a martyr when we per- 
sisted in calling for a reply, it became 
our duty as a public. sérvant to permit 
Mr. Woodward to show by his actions 
that there was and is a large john- 
thomas cat in the meal tub. By refus- 
ing to show his hand he has, in fact, 
shown it so plainly that no voter in the 
city can make any mistake about it. 
Mr. Woodward, without intending it, 
has demonstrated during the past two 
weeks that he is not the man for the 
people of Atlanta to select as their chief 
magistrate. We presume that there are 
some liquor dealers who favor his elec- 
tion on the ground that he has “libera)”’ 
views, and that he will be able, by some 
sort of hocus-pocus, to further their 
interests when he is once seated in the 
mayor’s chair. But they were never 
more mistaken in their lives. Mr. Wood- 


ward may injure their business by giv-\ 


ing encouragement to extremists who 
will not hesitate. to plunge the city into 


another prohibition campaign, in which 
every interest will suffer, and that of the 
liquor men most of all; but he will not 
be able to help the liquor dealers. 
The realiy liberal candidate is Mr. 
Martin, and he is outspoken in his 
views. He not only declares that he 
will veto any measure looking to an in- 
crease in the opportunities of the l- 
quor traffic, but that he will likewi 
veto any effort to curtai] them. Now 
here is something substantial for the 
liquor deaierg to rest upon. They know 
what to expect if Mr. Martin ts elected; 
they know that during his term of office, 
if he is elected, their business will not 
be interfered with. ‘With him as may- 
or, their business will have a stability 
which the opposing, candidate cannot 
possibly give it. Is not thissfact worth 
more to the liquor aealers than any- 
thing they are likely to gain from the 
election of Mr. Woodward? Let them 
reason thig matter out for themselves. 
The election of Mr. ‘Woodward would 
be regarded as the entering wedge to 
the scheme which is so loudly talked of 
by some of his indiscreet friends, name- 


ly, the scheme to take down the bars, 


and open wide the doors to the liquor 
traffic and its accompaniments, and 
“have a.town that is a town.” We 
need not go into particulars. The li- 
quor men know what we mean; evéry- 
body knows the nature of the arguments 
that are advanced ‘in favor of {Mr. 
Woodward by certain classes. They 
don’t go behind the doors to give vent 
to these hopes and predictions. 

We are well aware that some of the 
liquor dealers are not influenced by 
these arguments, but many of them are. 
To these we say in all candor that one 
of the likeliest results of Mr. Wood- 
ward’s election will be to give their 
business as black an eye as it received 
some years ago when the prohibitionists 
seized the town and unintentionally 
gave us over to the,beautiful results of 
illegitimate traffic in the alleyways «and 
back rooms. . They will make a serious 
mistake in aiding to elect (Mr. Wood- 


ward. They may not view «matters in 


that light now, but they will have their. 


eyes opened in due time, should Mr. 
Woodward be made mayor. . 

We should think that every liquor 
dealer in the city could perceive with 
half an eye that it is to his interest to 
maintain mest rigidly the present regu- 
lations. This being the case, he should 
support Mr. Martin, who will stand by 
the present system even if he has to 
veto a meaure looking to the decrease of 
the hours of sale. His platform, being 
conservative, gives stability toall inter- 
ests. He represents the public sentiment 
of Atlanta, which feels that our present 
system of regulating the liquor traffic 
is a wise solution of an issue that would 
otherwise be a bone of ceaseless conten- 
tion. 

It is perfect folly to talk about throw- 
ing open the gates and inaugurating in 
this town the orgies and indecencies 
that are the chief characteristics of 
those cities where the liquor business is 
unrestricted. Public sentiment will not 
permit it. 

The way to promote the harmony and 
unity of our people and to prevent the 
disastrous turmoil that will follow any 
effort to tamper with our present reg- 
ulations of the liquor traffic, is for all 
citizens who have the real interests of 
the town at heart to support Mr. Martin. 
He is not an extremist; he stands for 
conservatism and stability. He is ‘not 
afraid to speak out; he has nothing to 
conceal; he stands for the interests of 
all; and he has pledged himself to de- 
feat by his veto any effort to tamper 
with our present system of liquor regu- 
lation, whether that effort is directed 
to increasing or decreasing the hours 
of sale. 

On him all classes can unite, and in 
this way win another period of peaceful 
progress free from turmoil and agita- 
tion. 
~ The Results of Negro Coalition. 

In another place we print a letter from 
Chairman Simmons, of the democratic 
state committee of North Carolina, in 
which he thanks The Constitution for 
the good work it has done for the party 
in that state by showing the awful ef- 
fects of the negro coalition entered into 
by the populists. We do not print 
Chairman Simmons’s letter as a matter 
of self-glorification, but in order that 
our readers may share with us the grat- 
ification we feel at such an inspiring 
commendation. The Constitution has 
a larger circulation in North Carolina 
perhaps than all the daily newspapers 
in that state combined. It goes into 
the homes of democrats and populists 
alike, and we have already received 
evidence that the facts which our staff 
correspondent, Mr. Weldon, has brought 
to light have caused a change of mind 
to many populists who have not yet 
felt the effects of the coalition. 

After making his timely visit to the 
eleventh district in this state, Mr. Wel- 
don returned to North Carolina, and, 
on another page, we present some of the 
facts he has been able to gather. 

These facts are of a character to at- 
tract the attention of every honest and 
fair-minded populist in Georgia, and 
especially in the eleventh district—and 
to every populist in North Carolina who 
has been deluded into a partnership 
with the negro party. It is true, so 
far as Georgia is concerned, that no 
open effort has been made to yoke the 
populists with the negroes except in the 
eleventh congressional district, where 
the populist voters are openly asked to 
support the nominee of the negro party, 
but it is equally true that if the coali- 
tion in that district is successfujl—if the 
populist voters can be deceived and de- 
juded into opposing the principles they 
profess to stand for, and into becoming 
the poiitical yoke-fellows of the negroes, 
then an effort will be made to fasten 
the negro coalition on every county in 
the state. 

It is for this teason that we commend 
the letter of our staff correspondent to 
the attention of every white farmer in 
North Carolina and Georgia who has a 


wife and daughters looking to him for 
protection; to the attention of honest 
and self-respecting populists in every 
part of both states. There is nothing 
but degradation in any such coalition. 
The unscrupulous leaders who may be 
chosen to office as the result of it ,wilt 
not suffer to any great extent, but the 
small farmers, the rank and file of the 
populist voters—these will pay the price. 
If they once enter upon such a degrad- 
ing adventure, they can never there- 
after recover their manhood. The 
shame and disgrace of it, however, will 
fall most heavily on those they hold 
most dear—their helpless wives and still 


more helpless daughters. 

The populist voters may be sure that 
where there is a partnership so disgrace- 
ful in its nature, the profits~ thereof 
must be equally divided. ‘When they 
go into the negro party, they must do so 
as yoke-fellows of the negroes. There is 
no question of superiority here. Equality 
is the: basis of partnership, political or 
commercial. It is this bitter fact that 
the populists of North Carolina have 
learned; it ig this bitter fact that the 
populists of Georgia—of the eleventh 
congressional district—must learn if 
they enter upon this shameful partner- 
ship. If they go into the coalition they 
must shoulder the consequences; and 
the cry that goes up from North €aro- 
lina—that rises from the wives and 
daughters of the poor deluded fools who 
have suffered themselves and their fam- 
ilies to be whirled into degradation on 
the car of rascally_office-seekers—shows 
what these consequences are. 


Europe’s Great Matchmaker. 

Queen Louise, of Denmark, who recent- 
ly passed away at Copenhagen at the 
ripe old age of eighty-two years, en- 
joyed the distinction of being the great- 
est of royal matchmakers Indeed, 
such was the pronounced success which 
attended her efforts in this direction 
that she was facetiously termed the 
mother-in-law of Europe. 

Of course Queen Louise did not employ 
her talen; in the furtherance of mar- 
riages beyond those of her own immedi- 
ate househoif. Slie found her time 
fully occupied there without going any 
further. Heaven blessed her with six 
fine children, in whom her royal joys 
centered; and while King Christian IX 
busied himself with the affairs cf the 
kingdom over which he ruled, Queen 
Louise devoted herself to the nurture 
of her children and to the perfection of 
her matrimonial schames. With shrewd 
tact and wise diplomacy she addressed 
herself to the problems which grew up 
around her fireside. 

When the last of her children had 
been safely launched upon the matr!i- 
monial sea she enjoyed the complacent 
satisfaction of knowing that she had not 
only found royal partners for each of 
her children, but that she had linked 
herself with the destinfés of almost every 
throne in Europe. Let wu& briefly scan 
the record. Her eldest son, Prince 
Frederick, who was born on June 3. 
1843, married Princess Louisa, daughter 
of King Karl XV of Norway and Swe- 
den. Her eldest daughter, Princess 
Alexandra, who.was born on Decem- 
ber 4, 1844. married Albert Edward, the 
prince of Wales and the heir-apparent 
of Great Britain. Prince Wilhelm, who 
was born on December 24, 1845, was 
made king of Greece when only eight- 
een years of age, and immediately after 
ascending the throne of that little coun- 
try he married the Grand Duchess Olga 
Constantina of Russia. Princess Ma- 
rie Dagmar, who was born on Novem- 
ber 26, 1847, married Alexander III of 
Russia, and became empress of that 
great world power. Princess Thyra, 
who was born on September 29, 1853, 
married Prince Ernest August, duke of 
Cumberland., Prince Waldemar, who 
was born on October 27, 1858, married 
Princess Marie d’Orleans, eldest daugh- 
ter of the Duc de Charters. Such is 
the record of marriage made by this 
greatest of matchmakers. No. other 
royal mother in Europe’ ever before 
made such brilliant matches for her 
children. 

When Queen Louise married Prince 
Christian of Schleswig-HMolstein-Sonders- 
burg-Glucksburg she little thought that 
he would become king of Denmark. 


Chance favored him, however, and he. 


was called to the throne in 1853, twelve 
years after his nuptials. Before that 
time it is said that he and his consort 
knew what it was to be poor. They 
lived most happily together for fifty- 
seven years. In many respects Queen 
Louise was one of the most remarkable 
of women, and her death will be sin- 
cerely mourned. 
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Bonds for Waterworks Extension. 

As the time for the city primary draws 
near it is of the utmost importance that 
every voter in Atlanta should realize 
the urgent necessity of supporting the 
proposition to issue $200,000 of bonds for 
the extension of the waterworks system, 
Upon the action which ig taken at the 
polls next Wednesday with reference 
to this proposition depends in large 
measure the future welfare of the city. 
.If there exists any opposition to the 
issuance of bonds for the extension of 
the waterworks system when the need 
of this proposed improvement is so ap- 
parent to every one who has given the 
matter any thought, it must exist solely 
on the apprehension that it will ma- 
terially increase the burden which the 
taxpayers of the city are called upon 
to bear. In answer to this objection, 
it might be argued that since the growth 
of the city renders the extension of the 
waterworks system absolutely impe-a- 
tive, there ought to be no jhesitation in 
assuming this additional obligation re- 
gardiess of what it may cost. But the 
waterworks commissioner makes the 
statement that the proposed extension 
will not cost the taxpayers of the city 
one cent. On the contrary he dec!ires 
that it will increase the city’s revenue 
considerably to furnish water fecilities 
to those districts which are now de- 
prived of the benefits of the system. 
Basing his observation upon the experi- 
ence of the past few years, during 
which time the receipts arising from the 
waterworks system have grown im- 
mensely, he states that the increase in 
revenue which will result from the pro- 
posed extension will be such that the 
interest on the bonds can be inet out of 
the receipts thus furnished, and that 
the bonds themselves can be canceled 
withim the next ten years, without the 
exaction of one cenht from the pockets 
of the taxpayers. Thus Atlanta will not 
only get the proposed extension of the 
waterworks system absolutely free of 


_ cost, but she will also get the benefit of 
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: increased revenues, which will serve to 


lighten the burden of taxation in other 
directions. 

This clear exposition bearing upon the 
financial phase @f the matter ought to 
be sufficient to clear up the dowbt in the 
mind of the most pronounced stickler 
for reduced taxes. But there are cther 
strong considerations which cannot be 
too gravely stressed in this connection, 
In many parts of the city the use of well 
water has been condemned by the medi- 
cal authorities; but, since the water- 
works system does not at present cov- 
er the entire city, numerous families 
are, nevertheless, dependent upon well 
water. If the efttire city enjoyed ade 
Quate water facilities, there can be no 
doubt of the fact that the sanitary condi- 
tion of affairs in AtTanta would be much 
better and sickness of every kind less 
frequent. Moreover, without adequate 
water facilities there can be no effi- 
cient fire protection; and hence the pro- 
pesed extension of the waterworks sys- 
tem means much to every property 
owner in Atianta. But while serving 
to reduce the loss which the city an- 
hnually sustains from fire it will also 
serve to reduce the rate of fire insur- 
ance. 

Still another consideration which 
grows out of the foregoing discussion is 
that the proposed extension of the 
waterworks system will not only be 
conducive to the welfare of the city in 
general, but to the welfare of each in- 
a ward in particular. If the 
bonds in question are issued, more than 
sixty miles of pipe will be laid. This 
will be sufficient to complete the system, 
and every ward in the city will come in 
for its due share in the proposed ex- 
tension. Again, if these bonds are is- 
sued, the city will be enabled to make 
arrangements for the local manufacture 
of many of the supplies whieh it needs 
in connection with the waterworks sys- 
tem, and which on account of restricted 
means, it has been obliged to purchase 
in northern and eastern markets. If 
these supplies could be made in Atlanta 
the money which is annually gpent else- 
where for their purchase cellld be kept 
here, and besides, the city would get 
The benefit of whatever sum that might 
be saved by this economic policy. 

These are some of the considerations 
which make it plain that the duty of 
every citizen of Atlanta is to support the 
proposition to issue $200,000 worth of 
bonds for the extension of the water- 
works system. In order to carry the 
proposition through, two-thirds of the 
qualified voters of the city must support 
it; and no one who desires to see this 
needed improvement put into effect can 
afford to stay away from the polls next 
Wednesday. 


With Respect To Porto Rico. 

Many of Atlanta’s citizens will no 
doubt avail themselves of the opportnu- 
nity to visit Porto Rico offered by the 
proposed fall excursion:to that island. 
Besides affording rare pleasure, the pro- 
posed excursion ‘is well calculated to 
furnish useful instruction, 

Porto Rico is one of the richest islands 
belonging to the group of the West In- 
dies, and its vast resources in the hands 
of wide-awake American developers can 
be made conducive to handsome profits; 
but those who go to Porto Rico fer the 
purpose of embracing its commercial 
and industrial opportunities must go 
prepared to encounter-lively compet!- 
tion on the part of the natives of the 
island. Since the natives of Porto Rico 
are at last free from the yoke of Spain 
they are not apt to gleep over the prces- 
pects which have opened up before them 
with the dawn of liberty. " 

If the statement is true whieh comes 
from Madrid to the effeet that not less 
than 200,000 Porto Ricans who are loyal 
to Spain will quit the island in the near 
future to take up their residence on the 
Iberian peninsula, this wil greatly 
Simplify matters. Room will thus be 
made for 200,000 immigrants at least in 
Porto Rico, and we do not doubt that 
twice that number of immigrants, if 
they carry with them the proper amount 
of push and vim, will be able to make 
their residence on the island profitable.

Four Years Cotton History. 
Editor Constitution—I have just read your 
article headed ‘‘Four Years’ Cotton el 
tory.” from The New York Tribune. rhere 
is so much said about the overproduction 
of cotton that it sets our minds working 
on the subject, and this article has’ a good 
deal to gay about “the market for Goods 
not. warranting such a consumption. 
Now, after much thinking, I have 
come to the conclusion that there is no 
overproduction of cotton; in reality there 
is a great deal too much for the good of 
the cotton farmer, but not one bale too 
much for the use and benefit of the world. 
How many people have all the clothes 
they need? A few. very rich perhaps, but 
of the teeming millions of moderate means, 
of the thousands of little farmers, do they 
have the actual necessary amount of cloth 
they need for the comfort and use of their 
families? There is not one one-horse farm- 
er who would not gladly purchase trom 
20 to 20 yards of cotton cloth for the 
various uses of a household if he had the 
means—if the price of cotton allowed him 
to do so. They did so formerly. It was a 
common thing for a negro renter to buy 
three and four bolts of cotton cloth. That 
is a thing of the past; now they are obliged 
to content themselves with twenty or thirty 
yards of cloth for the:-most pressing needs, 
and go on patching and darning the old 
things to make them hold together a little 
longer. It is a bad state of things, Mr. 
Editor, and I do not think you say halt 
enough about it in your papers. The Con- 
stitution has a greuter circulation among 
the farming people than any other paper 
I know of, and it ought to be constant in 
defending the interests of the farmer. I 
believe Neill’s estimate of the eotton crop 
last year was a lucky hit; that it. became 
a fact was owing to the late freeze.. Our 
first killing weather came on January l, 
1898, giving the crop time to mature every 
boll, every bloom and even every form. 
His estimate this vear is entirely unjusti- 
fiable from facts, and I doubt very much, 
with even the advantage of late winter, 
the crop could possibly come up to his esti- 
mate. Texas cannot make over 3,500,000, 
and the cotton is, from all accounts I gath- 
er from the papers, short everywhere else. 
This letter is not meant for publication, 
but for your own consideration on a sub- 
ject on which the welfare of thousands de- 
pend.

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JUDGB ROBERT L. RODGERS, HISTO- 
rian of Atlanta camp, United Confederate 
Veterans, has written a unique history 
of a flag which was made in Florida by 
the women of the state, which became 
famous in the south before the struggle 
was over. The story of the flag’s history 


and the part it played is of more than’ 


passing interest from the fact that many 
prominent Atlantians are responsible for 
a portion of the history it made during 
the war. The sketch, which has been pre- 
pared by Historian Rodgers, is as fol- 
lows: 

I wish to present the story of a relic 
of the civil] war. It concerns a pretty flag 
of the confederacy, a battle flag which 
was made under circumstances which pe- 
culiarly illustrates the devotion and pzs- 
triotism of the good women and brave 
men of the south during our civil war, 
from 1861 to 1866. 

The story is of a flag which was made 
in Florida, by Florida women and was 
borne and waved in battle by soldiers of 
Fiorida. These soldiers fought at one 
time ynder General 
Some of our own people of Atlanta are. 
Or were, concerned in the preservation of 
the flag, at a time when it required he- 
roic diseretion and cC@urags to have and 
hoid the confederate fiag in the very 
midst of the enemy, when General Sher- 
mang army of invasion were marching 
in Georgia. 

In 1861, when Florida seceded from the 
union, and became one of the confederate 
states, military organizations came into 
active operations with the spirit of the 
times. In Marion county, in which Ocala 
is the county town, troops were formed 
into companies to be mustered into the 
army then being formed for the confed- 
eracy. One of the first organizations was 
@ cavalry company, which was called the 
Marion Dragoons. It was commanded 
by Captain William A. Owens. The com- 

my was composed of the chivalrous 
citizens of Mdrior Alachua and other 
counties in that section of the state. 

Another company was organized by Ma- 
Or J. J. Dickison as a cavalry company. 

hile these companies were being form- 
ed a proposition was suggested by an- 
other prominent citizen to form the cay~ 
alry company into an artillery organiza- 
tion. This suggestion was agreed to. on 
the condition that the gentleman who 
made the suggestion should be the captain 
of such artillery company. He assented 
to the condition proposed, and Hon. John 
M. Martin, of Ocala, became the captain, 
and the company was organized as the 
Marion Light Artillery. The officers 
were then ‘elected by the’ members of the 
company. In those days men were per- 
mitted to choose their commanders. or 
officers of companies. The captain chosen 
was John M. Martin, J. Dickison, first 
lieutenant: R. P. McCants. second lieu- 
tenant: William Tidwell. third lieutenant. 
Tt is not necessary nor important now to 
give the full roll of officers and privates 
of the company. Changes subsequently 
occurred in the commissioned officers. and 
T. W. Perry was elected as captain and 
A. J. Neal, James C. Davis, George K. 
Broome and CC. S. Briggs were respectively 
chosen as lieutenants. 

In November, 1861, Captain Martin was 
instructed to take possession of certain 
field pleces beloneing to the state of 
Flor'da for use of his company, and that 
he should then report for duty to Briga- 
dier General Trapier, then in command 
of the Confederate States armw in F"orida. 
In July 1862. bv a special order Lienten- 
ant J. J. Dickison Was authorized to 
raise a cavalry comnany for three years’ 
service, or during thé war. When Lieu- 
tenant Dickison was thus severed trom 
te Marion Light Artillery Captain 
Martin eave him a letter of excellent 
commendation an? vathetic sentiment. Tn 
the letter of Cantatn Martin’<« ‘s a sent- 
ence which T suote here as allusion to the 
flay as follows: “Remember thet you 
leave hehind many who w'!l! cherish your 
neme with the highest esteem, many who 
will not forget your many acts of kindé- 
ness. manw who. unron the battlefeld. 
he apegpindes of vov bv that beautiful 
figg wth which ore dear and true to you 
Lf -'osely connected.”

tHe Captain Dickteon entered unron his 
fiities az canta'n of the cavalry eompanv.

The noem ia fine niere of literary com. 
mnaition. telling of the brave fieht of the 
Marton Licht Artillerv and ite flag in the 
ficAt at Richmond. General Kirhbv Smith, 
fnst ahorvt the ovening of the battle. ad- 
dressed this company and in an eloquent 
manner a@monished the corns to remem- 
ber their native land of flowers. ard that 
thev should so demean themselves as to 
maintain the honor of their state In tho 
avnnroachine battle. It will he remembered 
that General Kirby Sm'‘th was himself a 
so'dter of the state of Florida. 

The batterv roblv heeded the anneal o”% 
thelr general. It was immediately moved 
forward into the hottest of the fieht. and 
by its snlendid action contributed much 
to the “elorious achievements of the mem- 
orable day,”’ and the flag was borne aloft 
in the d!n of hattie. The flae af the Ma- 
rion Light Artiilerv wae one of the fa- 
mous banners of the confederacy with a 
special history. and in which every me~- 
her of that company felt a enecial nride 
and honor to unhold it and defend it at 
any sacrifice and at all hezarde. in any 
battle or in any camn or field. “The mate- 
Trial of which the flazc was made was a 
maenificent crimson shawl] presented hy 
Mrs. J. J. Dickison, while the rines bv 
which it was attached to the lance were 
manufactured from the tewelrv, hroochee 
and@ ornaments contributed hv the ladies of 
Orange Lake. Fla.. the ferrule being forged 
from 4 superb silver comb contributed bv 
Mrs. Dickson and worn by the fair donor 
on her bridal nicht. 

“Faithful to their tiust. this noble and 
heroie little band euarded with almost rev- 
erential care this fag, hallowed by so many 
Sacred memories.” 

Among those hrave men there wa< one 
who was near and dear to some of the 
@€00d people of our city of Atlanta—Liew- 
tenant A. J. Neal. He was a son of the 
late Hon. John Neal, wno wae an weil 
known here up to the time of his death a 
few years ago. Lieutenant Neal was a 
brother of Mrs. John Keely. Mrs. EK. HH. 
Thornton and Mrs. Daniel Pittman and of 
Colonel T. B. Neal, of this city. After 
the campaigns in Kentucky were over the 
flag was conveyed by Lieutenant A. J. Nea] 
to his nother an sisters, who were then 
in Zebulon, Ga. Here they protected and 
preserved it in safe custody during the 
dark days when Sherman’s army occupied 
our city and went marchifig to the sea. 
They kept !t there sacredly after the de- 
parture of the federal army on the fa- 
mous invasion of Sherman’s march to the 
sea and later as another raid came througb 
Georgia. After the surrender the flag was 
cherished and preserved as a sacred thing. 
As said of it by Mrs. Dickison in her 
“Reminiscences of Captain Dickison and 
His Men:”’ ; 

“Though only a silken banner, there was

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that made it seem to them a ‘thing of life.’ 
* * * Its crimson tints told of the life- 
drops that were freely povred out in defense 
of all that was dear to man.” 

Lieutenant A. J. Neal was killed in line 
near Atlanta, in 1386. 

This historic flag was returned by Mr. 
John Neal, the father of Lieutenant A. J. 
Neal, to Colonel John Martin, at Ocala, 
Fila.. in 1881. It was later confided to che 
care of Mrs, Dickison, who had contributed 
80 much in its make-up and presentation. 
She has given assurance that in proper 
time it should be placed among the 
archives and relics of her state of Florida. 
It might be a suitable souvenir to place in 
the comtemplated memorial building, or 
“Battie Abbey,’”’ when such a place shall 
be prepared. 

I deem it appropriate to insert here the 
respective letters of Mr. John Neal in 
making return of the flag to its owners in 
Florida, and of Colonel J. M. Martin in 

lacing it in the tender care of Mrs. 


ickison. 
Mr. Neal’s Letter. 


“Atianta, Ga.. October 11, 1881.—Colonel 
John M. Martin, Ocala, Pla. Dear Sir: 
By today’s express I forward you the flag 
and etaff of the Marion Florida light ar- 
tillery, placed in my care at Zebulon, Ga., 
July, 184, by my son, Lieutenant A. J. 
Neal, of that gallant little band, for safe 
keeping; stating that by arder of the gen- 
eral commanding, none but flags of large 
bodies of troops would be retained. This 
request was faithfully. fulfilled by myself, 
Wifg and two daughters, the only members 
of my family then at home. 

“I deeply regret the shamefu] manner in 
which the beautiful spear, that ornamented 
the staff. was lost. The value of the spear 
ie beyond price in dollars and cents, when 
we remember tbat it was got up by the 
contributions of Florida’s noble sons and 
daughters, especially the latter, who. so 
generously contributed ‘mantle and jew- 
els.’ as wil] appear by an appropriate and 
beautifully written article after the battlé 
of Richmond, Ky., 1863, a copy of which I 
inclose. 

“That little band, then, and ever since, 
has appreciated those contributions, and ; 
held them as sacred as the cause they vol- 
unteered to sustain. 

“The loss of the spear occurred in April, 
1865. A large body of the federal aimy 
passed through Zebulon. There being only 
three old men beside myself, ieft in the 
town. we were entirely unprotected. 

“Mrs. Neal had prepared two iarge pock- 
ets, in which she concealed our daughters’ 
jewelry and the spear. 

“After the main body had passed, there 
came suddenly through our garden four 


a. 
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men, armed and wearing federal uniforms. 
Mrs. Neal fled ,.with the jewels; Lut was 
pursued by the ruffianly thieves, overtaken 
and robbed of everything, including the 
spear. They then searched my person and 
took a small sum of money. About this 
time another body of troops, in passing, 
saw the excitement, came in and said to 
the thieves that such conduct was contrary 
to orders, threatening to report them. The 
scamps then returned through the garden. 
mounted their horses and left. God forbid 
like trials! 

‘‘My son, A. J. Neal, was killed two and 
one-half miles west of Atlanta, August 
10, 1844. His brother, James H. Neal, colo- 
nel of the Tenth Georgia regiment, was kill- 
ed near Kingston, N. C., March 8, 1865. 

“I have since had their remains interred 
in my family graveyard, Oakland ceme- 
tery, Atlanta, and have had a marble 
tombstone erected over their graves, in the 
form of an arch, with suitable inscriptions. 
showing date of the’r birth, military posi- 
tion and when kille® 

“TI most respectfully invite you and com- 
mand ‘to visit their graves if ever cOnven- 
lent. 

“The flag was saved by Miss Ella Neal, 
now Mrs. John Keely, who concealed it 
beneath ther overskirt while thea rmy was 
passing. The staff was concealed in the gar- 
den. Yours truly, JOHN NEAL.” 


Colonel Martin’s Letter. 


“Ocala, December 10, 1881.—Mrs. J. J. 
Dickison, Dickison Park. Dear Madam: 
On April 8, 1862, the ladies of the Orange 
Lake Soldiers Friends’ Association pre- 
sented to the Marion light artillery, 
through their true and noble friend, the 
lion. James B. Owens, a flag without a 
name inscribed to tell of the donors. Yet, 
each Jjetter on its crimson fief@, each orna- 
ment. ah! each thread, and crowning all its 
inspiring watchword, silently and modest- 
ly spoke more beautifully than verse can 
tell, that the self-sacrificing matrons and 
maidens of Orarfge Lake had each and 
everyone placed upon that sacred fiag 
some precious relic. Quietly, silently, 
prayerfully, they sent it to us on the tented 
field, by “thetr pcrtes friend, with one im- 
junction,: ‘Guard it well.’ 

“On that memorable day, as that gallant 
corps looked upon its beautiful] folds, its 
giided motto; its glittering spear and sug- 
gestive design, the names of each member 
of the Soldiers’ Friends’ Associat.on were 
inscribed upon their hearts and rmemcry, 
and they swore, before God and tneir coun- 
try, ‘it should never trail. 

“Through years of war, ‘hours of cruel 
suffering, batties’ of. flercest struggles, was 
that flag guarded wrtil. Accompanying 
this I send you a letter from the venerable 
and heroic Mr. John Neal, now of Atlanta, 
which wil) explain his connection with 


to he cause of ‘his having it in 


the flag, and t 
is possesson. 
naiceewtaly, and with deep regret, was 
it furled in obedience to orders and for 
reasons given us. Too far from h« me to 
place it in the protection of its gentle giv- 
ers. and unwilling to leave it in ihe rear, 
where danger was greatest, the ygenial, 
brave and gallant soldier, Lieutenant A. J. 
Neal entrusted it to his noble mother. 
sisters and father, knowing ‘ney aye 
keep it until it could be safely conveye 

"here it came. 

—_ you, madam, and by. the = = 
the Soldiers’ Friends’ Assoc:ation, of whic 
vou were an honored and conspicuous 
member, we return unsullied and without 
a spot of shame, this ane banner, 
yrouder than when you gave it, 

PThough it once formed a part of your 
bridal attire, and made dear to you by 
memories of years gone by, when, as a 
happy bride, its rich folds encircled your 
youthful form; though its jewels will re- 
call sweet thoughts of your girliood’s hap- 


yy days, we believe that it will be dearer 
we han ever to you, ‘and the ladies of 
the association, for you will remember that 
it once waved over as brave men as. ever 
went on battlefield, who, when weary and 
worn, it cheered, and when despairing and 
almost hopeless, it bid them trust in God. 
All did their duty: all, all were brave. 
faithful and true; all loved it. Then, for 
the sake of those whose graves are in 
far-off battlefields, in memory of those who 
have died, in the names of the living, we 
ask you to ‘guard it well.” With respect, 
I am your obedient servant. 
“JOHN M. MARTIN.” 

‘fWe regret that the rol] of the company 
has been misplaced. Their names ought 


never to perish, but should be written on 
tablets of stone. Every effort will be made 
to obtain it, and it shall be placed in your 
hands, assured that it will be in noble cus- 
today. J. M. fg 


So we have the history of a flag of the 
confederacy and a side sketch of some of 
the brave men and good women who were 
incidentally connected with it. It is a 
panoramic picture of scenes and persons 
known to many of our citizens here now. 
Colonel T. B. Neal is the president of the 
Neal Loan and Banking Company. He is 
the brother of the A. J. Neal and Colonel 
James H. Neal who were killed on battle- 
fields. and brother of Mrs. Keely, who 
saved the flag when the enemy came. 

The Tenth Georgia regiment, which was 
commanded by Colonel James H. Neal, 
was once commanded by Colonel A. J. Mc- 
Rride, who is a citizen here now, and prom- 
inent before the people at this time. 

Captain John M. Marting of the Marion 
Light artillery, was conspicuous in the 
hard battle at Richmond, Ky. While ex- 
posed béfore his battery in that battle he 
was shot in the head, and it was thought 
for a long time that he would never recov- 
er. He was unconscious for some weeks. 
He finally rallied, and was granted leave of 
absence from the army. He went to his 
home at Ocala, Fla. His people desired to 
honor him for his conspicuous bravery, and 
he was elected to the confederate congress, 
and served in the house of representatives 
for a while. His.wound in the head healed so 
that he thought he could again stand the 
service in the army, and resigned his seat 


in oongress, went home and organized a 
regiment, .which was later known as the 
Ninth Florida. He went at the head of his 
regiment and served in Virginia and in 
Miorida, in General Finegan’s brigade. He 
served to the close of the war. and was in 
numerous engagements in battle. He wae 
a brave and true officer, and loved by his 
men. He was near the mine explosion at 
Petersburg. He is fiving now in Ocala, 
Fla., and is the democratic postmaster at 
that place. He is the father of our distin- 
guished fellow citizen, Hon. E. W. Mar- 
tin, who is now a prominent candidate for 
mayor of Atlanta. Such is the record of a 
flag of the confederacy, and of some of the 
men and women connected with it. Very

“ittle rivers, which, 


7s little more than a garden patch, I meet 
daily men who have ten, twenty and thirty 
thousand acres of land, and I have visited 
@ number of estates worth more than one 
million dollars. I have a geography of 
Chile, Just published, which gives the gov- 
ernmént valuationg of the farms of each 
province. ‘There are hundreds in nearly 
every state worth over $100,000, and in the 
country there are scores valued at more 
than a million. I am now at the little 
railroad and farming town of San Rosendo, 
in the central valicy of Chile. San Rosendo 
is about 800 miles sith of Santiago, and 
about 1.200 miles south of the Peruvian 
frontier. 

In coming here I rode through one of the 
chief agricultural sections of the-country. 
This valley is from twenty to one hundred 
miles wide and abodt six hundred miles 
long. It extends from above Santiago to 
hundreds of miles south of this point. On 
the east of it are the snowy walis of the 
Andes, with here and there the great cone 
of a dead yoleano rising above the ¢ther 
peaks, and on the wesr are the lower 
mountains and hills of the coast range, 
their sides covered with green. Beiween 
these almost parallel, but winding walls, 
lies the rich valley of Chile. Its surface is 
rolling and it is cut by many creeks and 
fed by the Andean 
snows, carry with them to the sea loads of 
gilt, so rich that it makes fat every inch 


’ of soil upon which it drops. 
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In some streams, such as the Mapo, the 
amount of silt is so great that it is said to 
coat the lands by the irrigation canals toa 
depth of age inch a year. Other streams, 
guch as the Bio-bio and some streams of 
south Chile, are almost as clear as crystal. 
The whole of the valley north of this point 
is irrigated and the country is like a vast 
garden made up of fields divided by canals 
aiong which hedges of Lombardy poplars 
have grown to the height of sixty feet 
and more.. 

Some of the estates are walled with 
stone and it is only -occasionally that you 
gee fences of wire or boards. There are no 
barns standing) out on the landscape, and 
the only buildings are the great low ram- 
bling structures of the owner of the estate 
and the mean squalid houses of the labor- 
ers. which I shall describe more fully 
further on. Oxen everywhere takes the 
place of horses or mules.. Clumsy carts 
drawn by these beasts with yokes tied to 
their horns are the farm wagons, and the 
plows are forced through the furrow by the 
Same motive power. The estates were, as 
tule, well kept. I passed vast vineyards, 
the vines of which now covered with the 
red leaves of winter, spotted the landscape 
with fields of blood. The vines were dwarf- 
ed as they are in France, and in many 
cases were trained upon wires. Every 
vineyard has, I am told, its skilled French- 
@ian as superintendent. The vines are 
planted in rows about five feet apart, and 
oxen are used to plow them. The Chilean 
wines. both white and red. are excellent, 
and the amount exported every year is in- 
creasing. The climate of Chile is just ahout 
the same as that of California. The same 
crops and fruits are raised in both places, 
and the conditions of successful farming 
are about the same. save that in California 
you find most of the farms very small. 

How One Woman Farms in Chile. 

What would one of the California women 
who tells you that forty acres are mecre 
than enough for one person to take care of 
think if she were asked to manage a farm 
worth a million. dollars and comprising 
more than eleven thousand acres There 
is a woman who owns an estate of this 
size near Santiago. She directs it herself, 
and this notwithstanding she is now con- 
giderably over three score and tern, she 
keeps her own books, the balances of each 

e of which run into the thousands of 
Sihare. and at the same time manages all 
the details connected with her household 
and its numerous guests. This woman is 
to me one of the remarkable characters of 
Chile. Her name is Senora Emilia Herrera 
de Toro. She belongs to one of the oldest 
families of Chile, and the estate has been 
™m her family for hundreds of years. It 
lfes. within two hours by train of Santiago, 
and, as is the case with most of the wealthy 
farmers of this country, the family live 
upon it only during the summer months, 
spending their winters in their home at the 
capital. It was in company with our Amer- 
jean minister and his wife that I visited 
Madame de Toro and had one of the most 

and interesting experiences I have 
uring my stay in Chile., 

a Visit to a Great Hacienda. 


Leavi Santiago on the train, we rode 
under the snow walis of the Andos, through 
hacienda after hacienda, by vast vineyards 
of blood-red vines, by walled fields filled 
with herds of cattle and sheep until we

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came to the station of the “Aguila” estate. | A, 


Here we were met by a spanking team of 
bays and driven for a mile or so on the 
estate before we came to the home. This 
consisted of many long, low one-story 
buildings, with roofs of red tiles and wide 
porches and gardens. A grove of trees at 
least 100 feet high looked down upon it, and 
the long leaves of a great palm a hundred 
years old rustled a welcome as we stepped 
upon the porch. There were, I judge, at 
least one hundred large rooms in the house, 
and all on the ground floor. The furnish- 
ing was with regard to comfort more than 
to the extravagance of show, which you 
see in all of the Chilean city homes, and 
we were at once made to feel that we were 
in ‘“‘Liberty hall,”’ and were free to go and 
come and do as we pleased... There were 
about thirty children and grandchildren of 
Madame de Toro visiting her, as well as 
several other guests. We were duly in- 
troduced, and later in the day drove with 
Senor Santiago de Toro, who is the chief 
manager of the estate under his mother, 
over the great farm in quite royal style. 


In the Carriage of a King. 

Our carriage was a three-seated drag 
which once belonged to King Louis Phil- 
ippe, and of which the counterpart or mate 
is now the property of Queen Victoria, and 
is kept in the Windsor stables. Senor de 
Toro bought the vehicle in Paris after the 
deposition of Louis Philippe, and it has 
been so kept that it looks as well today as 
when a king was its owner. We had six 
horses managed by three postillions in liv- 
ery and outriders, and thus drove for mile 
after mile through wide avenues of Lom- 
bardy poplars, by the two lakes which 
supply the family with fish, frightening the 
ducks and swans which were there floating, 
on to the rose garden, which contains more 
than a hundred varieties of roses, past 
meadows upon which grazed great flocks 
of sheep and by many irrigated fields being 
made ready for next year’s crops. Here 
was a forrest of eucalyptus trees planted 
for their lumber, there an orange grove, 
the trees still bearing their yellow fruit, 
and further on a vineyard of well-kept 
vines. The most of the fields were sur- 
rounded by well-made stone walls, and 
every part of the estate seemed carefully 
and economically managed. I noticed in 
one place a Chicago windmill, and Senor 
de Toro told me the used American plows 
and other Américan machinery. This ¢es- 
tate is to a large extent a dairy farm. 
It has about 2,000 cattle and 300 milch cows, 
The cows, I understand, produce some- 
thing like $6,000 worth of milk and $8,000 
worth of butter a year. 

Upon the estate are 200 horses, although 
all the farm work is done by oxen, which 
are the only draught and farm animals of 
Chile. These are chiefly for breeding and 
the uses of the family and guests. It is 
necessary to have a very large number of 
horses for family use, for often parties 
of fifteen or twenty go horseback riding 
at the same time, and the Aguila estate 
is managed more for the comfort of the 
family than for profit, although in a finan- 
Cial way it is a very profitable farm. 


How She Treats Her Friends. 

Madame Emilia is fond of giving presents. 
For instance, she has one man busy al) the 
year round making baskets to be used in 
sending’ presents to her friends and to be 
given to guests with fruff when they leave. 
She raises for sale 300,000 oranges a year, 
but 50,000 are always left on the trees for 
the use of herself and her guests, All of 
the mutton eaten on her estate is of her 
Own raising .nd the 800 sheep she keeps 
are chiefly ior ‘herself and friends. Shé 
raised great quantities of onions, squashes 
and other vegetables to give away and 
sends them to the Santiago hospitals and 
her friends by the ox cart load. I saw 
piles of such vegetables stacked up for this 
purpose back of the house. There was 
enough to have fed @ good-sized American 
town for a year. Mountains of pumpkins, 
great piles of squashes, bags of walnuts 
and cartloads of corn all awaiting their 
Shipment as gifts. She delights in the old 
ways of doing things, and the table is 
chiefly supplied from the estate, the ice 
cream being made by means of snow 
brought from the mountains in bags on the 
backs of her peons. It takes them several 
days to make the journey. and she could 
import ice more cheaply by train from San- 
tiago, but she prefers the old way rather 
than the new, and her estate is kept as 
much as possible as it wag in the days of 
her girlhood. Each of her many grand- 
children has his own pony, and I saw a lot 
of the little boys and girls between the 
ages of four and fourteen galloping about 
the place and holding their seats like men 
and women. The meals on such an estate 
are. of course excellent. You get up when 
you feel like it and have your coffee or tea 
and toast in your room, At 11 or 12 o'clock 
all of the household meet at breakfast. 
This is what we would call a course din- 
ner, beginning with soup and ending with 
coffee. Then at 7 o'clock there is dinner, 
with perhaps a lunch or tea at 4 o'clock 
and supper late in the evening. The Chil- 
éan families, ag a rule, keep very late 
hours, and there are usually some at Aguila 
who stay up chatting till long after mid- 
night. 


Madame Cousino’s Santiago Ranch. 

I also paid a visit during my stay at 
Santiago to the famous estate of the late 
Madame Cousino, known as Mocul. You 
have heard of Madame Cousino. She has 
been much written about in the news- 
papers as the richest woman in the world, 
the Chilean woman who had millions of 
acres of lands, mines of copper, silver and 
coal, towns and factories, 4nd an income 
of millions a year, These statements were 
much exaggerated. Madame Cousino was 
very. rich, but there are today women in 
Chile who are richer than she ever was. 
She has, however, been a heavy spender, 
and her estate, which through her death 
in Paris a few months agu ia now being 
settled up, will not aggregate, I am told, 
$10,000,000. She was nevertheless a re- 
markable woman, and fond of all things 
modern. Mocul was one of her best farms. 
It contains about 6,000 acres and cost, 
when Senor Cousinod bought it, $000,000, I 
venture to say more than that amount 
has been spent upon it, and it is now® val- 
ued at over a million. .Upon it are a hun- 
dred of the finest blooded horses, the 
choicest of sheep and 200 of the best of 
cattle bred from imported Durham stock. 
It has a vineyard which contains hundreds 
of thousands of vines and which produces 
millions of bottles of wine a year, Amer- 
ican plows F other machinery are used 
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and will not tolerate abuse nor insult. You 
can kick a Peruyian peon and he will smile, 
the Bolivian servant is afraid that his mas- 
ter is angry with him if he does not thrash 
him once or twice a month, but the Chilean 
would be likely to resent such treatment 
with a stab or a blow. These men all carry 
knives and they do not hesitate to use 
them. They care little for life, and, I am 
told, many of them would kil] a man for a 
dollar. On the other hand, they are fond 
of the men they work for, amd it ts hard 
to, get them away from the estates where 
they were born. Most of them are in debt 
to their masters. They live on the estate, 


| getting a hut and a couple of acres of 
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ground for themselves and being paid from 
@ to 60 cents a day for their work. This 
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The peon child who has constitution— 
enough to grow up in Chile has constitu- 
tion enough for anything. It is perhaps 
for this reason that the people ag a class 
are as strong ag any people of the world. 
I have seen them all @ay carrying bags 
of nitrate, each weighing 300 pounds and 
tossing them about like bags of feathers. 
Four of them will lft up a piano and 
trot off with it, and in the mines a peon 
will Garry a bag of-ore weighing 1530 
pounds up a notched stick that serves as 
a ladder all day jong. Comparatively few 
of them, I am told, have gone through 
the marriage ceremony, but nearly all 
have wives, and they are, as a rule, true 
to them. They are as great fatalists as 
the Turks. They are as treacherous in 
their enmity as the Spaniards from whom 
they are descended, and will stab you in 
the back if they are offered the chance. 
It was thought that the system of com- 
mon schools inaugurated by the Chilean 
government might attract the peon. It has 
not dgne so to any extent, and today, of 
the 3,000,000 people in Chile leas than one 
in four can read and write.

ARIZONA SNAKE STORIES. 


Bull Snakes Can Be Used for Irri- 
gating Purposes. 
From The Denver Republican. 

The mining camp of Kingman was recent- 
ly invaded by a host of rattlesnakes, creat- 
ing great consternation among the people. 
Snakes were discovered in beds and made 
desperate fights when tackled by the own- 
ers. People sleeping outdoors narrowly 
missed qa violent death from the poisonous 
fangs of the serpents. The snakes wiggled 
through the crevices of the tight board 


| fences, and were caught while endeavoring 


to enter the houses. People have taken to 
sleeping. upstairs, and a band stand and 
pavilion are crowded every night by sleep- 
ers, who dare not risk sleeping on the 


' bare ground. A spell of unusually warm 
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upon it, and it takes a meg*eent of peons 
to do the work. 
a prize farm, and lines of tall poplars 
mark out the course of each irrigation 
Citch. The water rents for Mocul cost 
about $5,000 a year. The ground is very 
rich and all things grow luxuriantly. Along 
the poplar hedges I saw blackberry bushes 
thirty feet high. They were wild black- 
berries and had grown up between the 
poplars. The park of Mocul is one of 
the finest in Chile. 

I doubt whether in some respects there 
fs a finer in the world. It has long av- 
enues of trees 100 feet high, the branches 
of which meet overhead and form arbor 
reaching almost as far as you can see, At 
Places other avenues meet these and you 
stand and look down these long arbors 
in four different directions. There are 
groves of acres of great trees planted so 
regularly that every way you look your 
eye runs along straight lines of one of the 
rows. There are lagoons which wind in 
and out among mossy rocks and beds of 
flowers. Swans and other eater fowl 
swim upon the lagoons and over their 
dark waters orange trees, palms and weep- 
ing willows hang. Here you pass over 
what seems a natural bridge, in the cen- 
ter of which there is a rustic table under 
a canopy of bark, and there a waterfall 
splashes over the rocks and as you look 
upward you see bronze statues of Neptune 
and his’ wife where the silvery drops are 
spraying before they flow onward to their 
fails. Here is a winding cave and there 
a& lemon grove laden with yellow fruit. 
There are hedges of roses and other flow- 
ers, great greenhouses filled with orchids, 
and, in short, such a yriety of beautiful 
things that I might fill a column in men- 
tioning them. It takes thirty men to care 
for the gardens of Mocul alone. and 180 
men are employed in its vineyards. 


The Peons or Farm Hands. 

One of these big farms always has its 
manager or major domo. It- has its sub- 
overseers and its army of laboring men or 
rotos. The farm hands of Chile are called 
rotos. They are the cross formed by the 
union of the Indians and Spaniards. They 
are the laobring class of the country and 
correspond to the peons of Peru. They are, 
however, of a different make from. the 
Peruvian laborers, although fully as drunk- 
en and gmhiftless as to money-making and 
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is in Chilean silver, 
The estate tw kept like ! 
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so that their wages 
are really from 14 to 20 cents a day. They 
receive food in addition to their wages, but 
this is only for themselves. Their first meal 
is usually a double handful of toasted 
wheat flour, which they mix with water to 
form a mush or bake in a cake. At noon 
they have a bow! of hot beans, and for 
Supper, or dinner, as they call it here, 
they get a second bow! of beans, with, per- 
haps, some more toasted meal added. The 
last two meals they eat in the fields, with 
what extras their wives bring from home. 
They sit down on the ground to eat, and 
their only eating utensil is an iron spoon 
or, what is more common, a mussel shell. 
Still, on such food they will work from 
sunrise to sunset and will carry enormous 
burdens and do the heaviest work. 

The huts which form their homes are lit- 
tle better than our pig pens. They are 
usually just high enough to get into and 
not over fifteen feet square. Their walls 
are of wattled twigs, sun-dried bricks, or 
in the south of boards, and the roofs are 
usually of thatch. The dirt forms the 
floor and in many cases the bed of the 
family. A box or ¢two and a table is about 
all the furniture. There are seldom parti- 
tions in this one room. The people herd 
together like pigs and several families often 
occupy the same room, 

They All Get Drunk. 

The chief end of the Chilean rotos’ life is 
to get drunk. He works only for this, and 
nine-tenths of his kind are in a state of 
beastly intoxication at least once a week. 
He stays drunk and will not work as long 
as his money lasts. For this reason Mon- 
day is called the ‘‘rotos’ holy day,’ for he 
is so drunk on Sunday that he has to take 
Monday to taper off. The men, women and 
children of this class all drink together. 
None of them seem to have any desire to 
better their condition and all seem to con- 
tinue in this state until they die. The 
liquor they use is the yilest of alcohol, 
made of potatoes and rotten - vegetables 
It would, as one of their employers says, 
kill the ordinary man at a thousand yards. 
They gulp this down in great quantities 
und drink, not for the pleasure of drink- 
ing, but to get drunk 

Their Terrible Mortality. 

The result of their excesses, of their poor 
food and the insanitary condition of their 
houses is that tle mortality among them 
is very great. They breed like Australlan 
rabbits and their babies die like flies. The

Bears Showed Their Power ia Effective 
_ Lower Prices, 


TGBACCO WAS THE SENSATION 


Consolidated Gas Was Also Weak and 
Materially Assisted in the 
| General Decline. 


Bears pursued same diligent tactics 
yesterday. taat have been responsi- 
ble for tremendous drop this Week. 


a a 
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New York, October 1.—The stock market 
during today’s shurt sess.on gave SiriKilg 
evidence that tne power of ine bear iac- 
tion had not diminished in eltecting iower 
prices. The break in lobacco was tue Inuofe 
sensationai in view of tne haif svliday. 
The bears pursued the same uilligen. tac- 
ties that have been responsibie for tne 
tremendous drop this week. New spots of 
meakness have appeared every day, and 
today’s development was Consolidated 
Gas. Competition of the electric lighting 
com es and a rival gas piant furnisned 
the s fora break of t% points. ‘Ine rall- 
way list had an incervai of strengtn, but 
the influence of the specialties was tvo OVer- 
powering and losses resulted. The bank 
statement exceeded the favorable expecta- 
tions, and its publication checked the break. 

In a discussion of tne financial develop- 
ments of the week, the industrial group 
must have much consideration. The pyro- 
technical gyrations of this stock must 
have disturbed public confidénce, and tnis 
feeling found liquidation in all classes @ 
securities. Rumors regarding the status or 
industrial property were circulated treely, 
and the operations by bear factions were 
conducted with marked pbrilliauey. Influ- 
emtial speculative interests were apparent- 
ly banded together to create demoraliza- 
tion among holders, and reports of bad 
faith between interested cliques were as- 
signed as causes for the spasmodic attacks 
in various quarters. Liquidation in the 
group was uninterrupted throughout, and 
che volume of stup orders reached exceed- 
ed any previous outpouring. Weekly mar- 
gined acecunts were swept away, and 
banking institutions in some cases took ex- 
ception to the industrials as collateral for 
loans. Difficulty in protecting holdings 
necessarily caused sacrifices of the stan- 
dard railway stocks, and the advantage 
secured by the bears in this connection was 
responsible for tbe curtailment of the out- 
side demand. Monetary conditions also ex- 
erted an important bearing on the course 
ot the market, and although apprehension 
as to stringency was considerably allayed, 
the occasional flurries that occurred un- 
settled speculation. Tobacco was the domi- 
nant feature, and the deluge of stock which 
accompanied the break colored reports that 
inside interests were unloading. Gossip had 
it that the recent jump above 150 was for 
the purpose of squeezing a powerful short 
interest, and now chat that incident was 
closed, the downward course received 
acquiescence from the manipulative inter- 

in control. 

“The iearous coups have been expected 
in thig specialty since its introduction to 
the stock exchange has chilled public deal- 
ings and reduced trading to the more dar- 
ing professionals. The magnitude of the 
trading in the specialties naturaly served 
to promote a sympathetic tendency in the 
railroad list, but developments there in- 
cluded many favorable factors which stem- 
med the reaction. In fact, standard issues 
on the whole exhibited remarkable resist- 
ing powers, and moved independently at 
intervals. But ffie persistent raids robbed 
the market of momentary advantages, The 
bears followed a consistent course and di- 
verted ‘their efforts irom one stock to 
another wntil the entire industrial group 
was hammered. Losses for the week 
ranged up to 32 points in Tobacco, with 
Consolidated Gas, Rubber, New York Air- 
Brake. Manhattan, Cotton Oil and Leather 
next in order. Sugar eucountered support- 
ing orders at various times, and covering 
elsewhere imparted occasional steadiness. 
Holders of industrial securities were alarm- 
ed during the campaign as knowledge re- 
garding the next point of attack was 
not available, and the prominence of the 
interests engaged in the movement im- 
pelled conservative operators to withdraw 
on the first indication ofSweakness. Rail- 
way earnings, embraciug® all the leading 
lines, were in the main encouraging, but 
returns from some sevtions showed heavy 
decreases, owing to well known conditions. 
The policy of effecting improvements in- 
creased the ratio of cperating expenses, 
but this action will permit a radical re- 
duction in operating charges later’ on, 

The bond market moved in sympathy 
with stock fluctuations and showed more 
activity on the easier money conditions. 

Government bonds were remarkably wel] 
held throughout the' week. concessions be- 
ing confined to % per cent in the 2’s and 
4% each in the 3’s and 4's.

NEW YORK BANK STATEMENT. 
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Current Exhibit Issan Argument in 
Favor of Lower Money Kates. 


New York, October 1.—The New York 
Financier says this week: 

“The New York bank statement for the 
current week is an argument in favor of 
lower. momey rates. The excess reserve is 
now practically the same reported for the 
corresponding weeks during two previous 
years. The operations with the treasury 
on bond atcount are nearing an end, the 
demand from the interior is very light, 
and as the bank reserves are being replen- 
ished by imported gold now arriving, there 
seems to be no reason for further fear as 
to the future. The contraction of $6,589,500 
in loans reported for the week is due in 
part to the efforts of banks to increase 
reserves, but aside from that the lUquida- 
tion due to stock exchange operations has 
been exchanged. The increase of $5 667,800 
in specie was brought about principally by 
receipts of imported gold. It is stated that 
some gold arrived late in the week from 
California, probably representing or antici- 
pating Australian imports. The gold re- 
ceipts, of course, swelled the ueposits and 
the increase of $1,874,900 in that item ts the 
first reported in five weeks. Logically, the 
expansion should have been farger. A bet- 
ter understanding of the position of the 
national banks is obtained from a com- 
parison of their September totals, publish- 
ed officially last week. The bonds to se- 
cure United States deposits foot up 441-3 
millions, specie and legals have décreased 
since Ju'v 14th about 42 millions, loans have 
fallen off 10% mili‘ons, bank deposits show 
a decrease of 19 millions and other deposits 
38% millions. This will serve to show what 
effects payment in the treasury ‘on bond 
accounts have had in the last nine of ten 
weeks, for very little of the total of de- 
creased bank balances have gone to interior 
banks. Since July 14th. and counting to 
the end of the week just elapsed. the cir- 
culation of New York national banks has 
increased at least 11%6 millions. principally 
on new 3 per cent bonds. Payment of cur- 
rent interest and principal by the treasury 
from this time on will release large sums 
of money. The outlook favors a decline tn 
interest rates to a leve! reported before the 
bond payments began to disturb the mar- 
ket.’’

hely fear, and dependence. 

Every Christian, with the inspired Paul 
when contemplating the ‘body of death,” 
finds a° precious blessedness in the grace 
of the gospel; but when, after falls, the 
voice of pardon and forgiveness is heard, 
the heart swells with adoring wonder at 
the goodness and mercy shown to s0 un- 
worthy a rebel. Con the praise of a ser- 
aph vie with the flaming love of a Peter, 
when he recalls the tender look of Jesus 
which called him back to his duty, and 
gave him the assurance of the master’s 
forgiveness? How tuneless is the harp of 
Gabriel\when compared with that of David, 
when, contemplating hig fall and his for- 
giveness, he celebrates the grace and love 
of the merciful Lord! They were thus 
taught the depth of the iniquity of sin, and 
rendered humbie and dependent. 

Having been made thus painfully to feel 
their weakness, with what gratitude did 
they look to their heavenly Father! The 
remembrance of the bitter anguish of soul, 
the recollection of the “‘wormwood and the 
eail,”’ inspire them with additional fear 
and hatred of sin, and make them more 
studious to mortify the flesh. They trem- 
ble at the remembrance of the disease they 
have already felt, and, humiliated by the 
recollection of the sin which had 
them, oppose all iniquity, and, 
the very root of transgression, 
source, 

They are thus, by the wonderful provi- 
dence of God, fitted for service. “When 
thou art converted,” says Christ to Peter, 
after predicting his fall. “strengthen thy 
brethrem.”’ By the bitter experience of the 
Poren Oe temptation and sin, Peter could 
oe others against them.

Third Volunteer Engineers Are Thus 
Described. 


OF REGIMENT FROM GEORGIA

Camp Hamliton, Lexington, Ky., Septem- 
ber 30.—The report in The Constitution that 
Atlanta may be designated as a camp site 
for volunteers raises hopes that our regi- 
ment, the Third volunteer engineers, may 
be fortunate enough to secure location in 
the Gate City of the South. Many of our 
officers and men are Georgians and most of 
the regiment dre southern men who have 
both admiration and affection for Atlanta 
as our representative southern metropolis. 


Character of the Regiment. 

The regiment is only two months old, 
but is already frécognized among the army 
experts as one of the most remarkable and 
efficient commands in the volunteer service. 
There are but three regiments of the kind 
in the army. The first regiment was re- 
eruited in the eastern states and is new on 
duty in Porto Rico. The Second was re- 
«ruited in the central and Western states 
and is divided between Honolulu and Camp 
Meade and Camp Wikoff in this country. 
Our Third regiment was recruited in the 
south and southwest and contains proba- 
bly the finest body of men ever brought 
together in one organization jn any branch 
of the service. 

Every officer was required to prove by 
thorough examination his knowledge and 
abilities as an engineer expert and every 
enlisted man was chosen because of his 
physical and trade qualifications. The re- 
sult is that we have a regiment that car, 
if given due time and requisite materials, 
build a city from the mudsills up to the 
highest modern standard, including electric- 
al, gas, water and sanitation works of the 
latest scientific details. 

Perfect Camp-Makers. 

Both at Jefferson barracks and at Camp 
Hamilton this regiment has easily won 
the palm ag the perfect campmakers, While 
at the former post the press and public 
were lavish in admiration of the beauty 
and utilities given by the engineers to their 
camps. It was geometrically a picture and 
Was equipped with tents, properly floored 
and ditched for drainage, with all camp 
streets clean as a well kept asphalt pave- 
ment, kitchens and sinks sanitary ag those 
of a model hospital, with electric lights 
throughout the camp, shower baths for 
officers and for every company and a com- 
plete water pipe system, supplying city 
water to every needful point. No more per- 
fect camp, said the military authorities 
who examined it, has ever been known in 
either the volunteer or regular service. All 
the work was done by our own men and 
was far superior to any contract job in 
all army experience. I state the verdict of 
those who know, and not simply my own 
opinion. 

A similar work is now in progress at this 
camp. We came into it last Wednesday 
and found our site a mud-puddle in places 
and elsewhere fouled with the debris of 
previous occupation by two regiments of 
volunteers. Today, after four days of work, 
the camp is the object of amazement to the 
commanding officers and surrounding camp 
occupants. The site has been thoroughly 
graded, ditched, drained and dried out from 
end to end; the tents are models of order 
and comfort and all the equipments of 
kitchens, hospitals end corrals disposed 
to insure the health and contentment of 
the regiment. These achievements exhibit 
what experience and zeal can do with a 
heterogeneous mass of men and shows that 
slovenly encampments, breeding discomfort 
and disease, are principally chargable to 
the ignorance or indifference of command- 
ing officers. 

The Colonel Commanding. 

The colonel commanding this regiment is 
one of the flowers of southern manhood and 
chivalry. He is Colonel David DuBose 
Gaillard. The flames of the Gaillards and 
DuBoses are familiar in the olden and 
martial history of the south—comspicuously 
so in Scuth’ Carolina, Georgi®’and Ala- 
bama. This officer comes from South Car- 
Olina and is a captain of the regular en- 
eineer corps, commissioned as colonel of 
this Third regiment of volunteer engineers 
by special selection of the corps commander 
and the president. Colonel Gaillard was in 
eharge of the Mexican boundary survey 
for several years, built military posts in 
Alaska and for the last four years has 
had full charge of the Washington city 
water supply system. As an engineer of- 
ficer he is justly ranked among the leaders 
of his profession and only the strictness of 
army regulations as to promotions has 
prevented his more rapid advancement in 
his corps. His genial nature, soft south- 
ern speech, moral purity, equipoise of tem- 
per and justice in every decision make 
him an ideal commander. It not singu- 
lar, therefore, that he commands the re- 
spect of his superiors and the pronounced 
affection of his men, who are eager to fol- 
low him anywhere on earth.

He Was a Hero from: Heel 


to Crown and Outwitted 


the British. 


Late tn the month of December, 1778, 
Thomas Inig and his son Rose, then about 
sixteen years old, were on one of the smal! 
marsh islands which lie near fhe mouth of 
the Savannah river. Savannah wasthen a 
small town held by the American army of 
patriots, and the war of the revolution was 

.in full progress throughout the colonies. 

From the information furnished me it 
does not appear what Mr. In!s and Rose 
were doing on the marsh, but they had a 
sailboat anchored in a creek, and for some 
reason Mr. Inis took the boat and returned 
in it t2 Savannah, leaving his son alone on 
the island until he should come back. 

It s@ems that Rose had some provisions 
and @ gun, wherefore I infer it was wild- 
fowl shooting that had tempted the twain 
down the river. At all events, Rose was 
left alone, and hig father had been gone 
scarcely an hour when a large English 
vessel, tall masted and heavily armed, ap- 
peared in a broad bayou or creek a mile 
from the island. It was one of a strong 
fleet come to attack Savannah. 

Rose knew as soon as he saw the ship 
just what was meant, and his predicament 
seemed quite hopeless, so far as escaping 
capture was concerned, especially when a 
little later there came a small sloop-rigged 
open boat, containing a British officer and 
five men, which anchored almost exactly 
where his own boat had lain when his fa- 
ther took ft... 

»At this time Rose was On a bit of hum- 
mock hand, where a line of straggling trees 
and bushes grew near a narrow tide chan- 
nel in the marsh.

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CANDY TFlADE TO ORDER. 


Toy Peddlers in China Make Sweet- 


meats on Street for Patrons. 


Few indeed would be their playthings if 
Chinese children tad to depend on toy 
stores for them. As it is, the peddi@ is a 
familiar sight in every Chinese city, and 
when the children hear the gong of a toy 
seller it is a signal for a rush to the front 
gates to catch him before he gets by. 

At a call these men slip the pole from 
their shoulders and set their baske'ts on 
the ground, ‘and there is always a group 
of children ready to gather around them. 

A display of toys carried by one of these 
toy sellers includes many things familiar 
to Americans, though the shapes seem odd 
and fantastic. Clay fruits, Golls of all 
kinds, pewter jewelry, earrings and hair 
ornaments, firecrackers of strange shapes 
which will thardly ever go off, toy pipes, 
little bowls and chopsticks, small carved 
idols, little horses, dogs, camels and ele- 
phants all covered-with rabbit fur, and 
wagons with music boxes under the seats 
that grind out a tune as you pull them 
along. 

Other things seem stranger still, for the 
kites made in the shapes of birds, fish, 
serpents, dragons and even inanimate ob- 
jects like bells and houses, will have wind 
harps fastened on their backs to make them 
sing while in the air, and will have eyes 
set loose in their heads, so that when the 
wind blows, the eyes will turn around and 
look like they were winking at you. There 
are long glass trumpets to be blown like 
bugles that give out a beautiful, clear note. 
Little shuttle cocks made out of a couple of 
cash bound together with red leather and 
with a bunch of feathers fastened in the 
holes in the cash, which the children keep 
in the air by bumping with their heads and 
striking with their feet. Molds for making 
clay money; whistle tops that spin on a 
string held between two sticks; small whis- 
tles to fasten on the tails of pet pigeons 
to whistle as they fly. 

You will also notice a lot of clay molds 
of different kinds of animals or fruits or 
other familiar objects, and for one cash 
you can take your choice. The toy seller 
then opens up the bottom tray in his rear 
basket and shows a bowl of yellow candy 
setting over a pan of burning charcoal] to 
keep it soft. He rubs a littie flour in the 
molds to keep the candy from sticking, 
picks up a little of the soft sweet, which 
he works into a cup-shape in his fingers and 
then draws out, closing up the hole. One 
end is drawn out longer than the other and 
then broken off. He places his lips to the 
broken place and begins to blow, and the 
lump of candy slowly swells. Then he claps 
the molds which you have chosen around 
it and gives a hard blow, breaks off the 
stém through which he has been blowing, 
opens the molds, dips a Tittle bamboo stick 
into the soft sugar and touches it to the 
side of the candy figure in the mold, lifts 
it out of the mold and hands it to you on 
the stick: all in much less time than it 


takes to tell about it. 


ARTIFICIAL HILL OF COAL.

Curious Hill That Stands Within 
Limits ot the Capital of China. 


In the heart of Peking, the capital of 
China, stands a hill, the building on whose 
crcwn is the highest point within, 

st is evident that the hill is not one of 
the original marks of the iandscape, for 
the plain in which Peking lies was at 
one time the bottom of a branch of the 
sea, which receding, has now left it one 
Hundred and fifty miles from the coast 
and the city lies in one of the levelest spots 
of tne sandy plain. 

A closer inspection of this strange mound 
reveals its artificial character, for it hag 
none of those irregularities with which 
mature stamps its work. The history of 
its tormation is as follows: 

In the early days of the northern capital, 
for such is the meaning of the name Pek- 
ing (Pe, north, ching, capital), the city 
as besieged for a long time by a tribe 
of Mongols who had come down through 
the mountains on one of their periodical 
raids. 

They were a wild, fearless set of men, 
whose ragged hair and unkempt dress with 
the characteristic yellow trimmings which 
Mongola all affect added to their natural 
Savage appearance. They ranged through 
the plain, murdering and plundering and 
finally brought up before the gates of the 
city. But the massive walls were ample 
protection against the plunderers, who 
were armed with no other weapon but their 
spears and arrows. 

The city was well supplied with food 
to withstand a long siege, .so with the 
great city gates closed and barred the em- 
peror and people watched with complacency 
the gathering hordes without, knowing that 
they could still be living well from their 
immense stores long after the besiegers 
had completely exhausted the resources of 
the barren plain around. 

After trying the various. entrances of the 
city the Mongols camped about the city, 
thinking the enormous population within 
would soon exhaust its food supply. 

On their rough ponies, trained to cours- 
ing on the northern plains, the Mongolian 
invaders would race about the city shoot- 
ing their arrows into the air at such an 
but the people within only moved a little 
angle that they would fall inside the city 
further from the walls. The droves of

them, for they had long known that with- 
out fuel to boil their water before using, 
epidemics and fevers were sure to riot 
among. them. Their buildings were al- 
most entirely of brick and stone so that 
there was little to be gleaned from that 
source. They carefully husbanded their 
diminishing 6tock of fuel but it finally dis- 
appeared and in spite of every precaution 
fever and cholera broke out ‘in the cily 


and carried off thousands. 


But the diseases finally svredd to the 
invaders who, despairing of taking the city, 
gathered what plunder the coulda from 
the villages of the plain and _  Yretired 
through the mountain ‘passes to their 
northern home. ¢ 

The hardships whieh they had . suffered 
through the siege had iaught the people 
a lesson, and the emperor did not iniend 
that his capital should ve caught in such 
a plight again, so no sooner had the in- 
vaders disappeared than he began bringing 
into the city immense saupplias «rf coal 
Month after month continuous ira’ns oe? 
camels moved back and forch betwean the 
mines and they city and the pile of coal 
in the city grew higher and higher, unt!: 
it became a small mountain. 

When @» was deemed to have reached ‘a 
sufficient size, it was carefully covered 
with earth and planted with trees io hide 
its true character, while tle teahouses 


and walks were built upon it to give it 
the appearance of a pleasure resort. 

Only once since this coal hill was built 
has it been opened. At a subsequent in- 
vasion it was feared that the city gates 
would be battered down, and coal was 
taken from the hill and piled around the 
gates to barricade them, but when the 
danger was past it was replaced in the hill. 

So there in the heart of the Chinese cap- 
ital has stood for centuries this hill of 
coal, a mountainous pile of fuel stored up 


against the city’s day of need.

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NEWSPAPER CLIPPINGS 
AS MERCHANDISE 


The most notable as well as the most 
trustworthy history of the war with Spain 
will be the day by day record of the daily 
newspapers. That was not so true of 
the civil war, because the newspapers of 
thirty-five years ago did not have the tel- 
egraph facilities or the great number of 
correspondents that have helped the news- 
papers gather each day’s facts for the next 
dGay’s paper in the three-months’ conflict 
just closed. 

But, limited as were the opportunities 
of the press during the civil war, the 
value of its records was recognized in a 
very remarkable way when Columbia col- 
lege paid $40,000 some years ago for a scrap 
book ‘history of that war, known ag the 
Townsend collection. ‘ 

At that time scrap collecting was not 
a business. Today press clippings are 
merchandise, and in scrap-book form they 
supply a valuable feature of a great many 
libraries. 

There have been some curious develop- 
ments of the scrap-book enterprise during 
the war with Spain. Lieutenant Hobson's 
exploit was celebrated in a hundred thou- 
Sand ways, ranging from the jest of a par- 
agrapher to the ponderous editorials in a 
London journal. The collection is so great 
that the modest income of a naval con- 
structor would hide its head at the value 
of these clippings. But no doubt some of 
the lieutenant’s admirers will make thim a 
present of the books. Admiral Dewey's 
achievement are recorded in many thous- 
and of clippings all carefully mounted, 
Admiral Sampson may have a complete 
collection of the editorials of praise and 
criticism on his bombardment of San Juan 
and his report of the destruction of Cer- 
vera’s fleet. Roosevelt’s Rough Riders fill 
several books. 

Some of this work, as has been said, 
has been done on speculation, but’ much 
of it is order work. The veterans of the 
Seventy-first New York volunteers order- 
ed at the beginning of the war a full set 
of clippings about that regiment. A New 
York paper, Which has undertaken to re- 
place the library of the United §tates 
steamship Texas, thrown overboard at San- 
tiago,: ordered a scrap-book history of the 
vessel to form a feature of the new ll- 
brary. A big merchant of New York city 
has ordered a scrap book of each of the 
ten New York city regiments at the front, 
intending to present them to the regiments 
on their return. The family of Ensign 
Worth Bagley are to have a collection of 
the beautiful tributes to his heroism from 
the newspaper press. 

The collection of scraps about the war 
is going right on, and the files of all the 
newspapers in the United States will be 
dissected until there is not a war sub- 
ject in them left unclassified. 
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Fishing with a Rifle. 


In the straits of San Juan de Fucca is 
found one of the largest of the Pacific 
fishes—the hulibut, the capture of which 
affords great excitement and sport, espe- 
cially to the young people who are taken 
out to wi'ness it. 

“You want to go halibut fishing, eh?” 
said an old fisherman to a boy visitor, 
“Well, my boy, you can go; and all the 
tackle you want is a rifle.” 

“A yifle!’ exclaimed the youtk. 
ever beard of fishing with a rifle. 

“Well,” responded the fisherman, “you 
bring yours along and I'll show you.” 

The boys were impressed with the prep- 
arations, which certainly suggested big 
game. A huge line was hauled out of a 
heich and coiled with great precaution, and 
finally fastened on a gigantic reel nearly 
four feet in length, which crosged the stern 
of the boat: from this extendef a powerful 
handle, the entire arrangement resembling 
an old-fashioned well lift. The large hook 
was baited, and in obedience to instruc- 
tions, the rifles were loaded, and the boys 
were told to make ready to shoot at the 
first appearance of the game. 

“What shall we shoot at?” asked one 
of the boys, after waiting in silence half 
an hour. 

“Shoot at?” replied the skipper as though: 
very much astonished at the question; 
“why, at the halibut, of course; not at me, 
Jest as soon as you see the fish, pour the 
lead into him.”’ 

His companions began to watch the water 
as though expecting to see a fish fly vut, 
and were thus engaged when a hissing 
sound same from the direction of the fish- 
erman, and the big line was seen running 
slowly but surely over the side of the boat. 
The fisherman watched it carefully, and 
when about twenty feet had been myste- 
riously taken he seized the line, and as it 
came taut, gave it a vigorous jerk. 

For a second there was no response, as 
though the fish was astonished; then the 
line was jerked from his hands so quickly 
that his arms were buried in the water, 
and the coil seemed to ijeap into the air 
like a living thing. Coil after coil, yard af- 
ter yard, slipped over the side, and it be- 
came evident that the entire line weyld be 
exhausted unless something was done. 

With big thick gloves the fisherman now 
grasped the flying rope, and lying buck, 
hung upon it, He finally gucceeded in stop- 
ping the run, and hauled the line in a few 
feet; but the fish made a vigorous rush 
that took it ald away again, and then the 
boys saw that it was rising.

Higher and higher came the line, and 
Suddenly, in a mass of foam, a huge bat- 
like form was seen flapping upon and beat- 
ing the water, churning it into foam. 

‘Now!’ shouted the skipper. 

The boys sprang to their feet and began 
firing at the squirming target, over nine 
feet wide, not 100 feet away. They un- 
doubtedly struck it, but a number of shots 
had been fired before any appreciable effect 
was noticed; then the huge fish began to 

slowly swim around the boat, finaliy 
plunging downward. 

It was then that the skipper released the 
line and sprang to the big reel windlass 
and began to wind up the game—a most 
laborious operation, in which all joined 
forces; and it was only after a struggle 
that the fish was brought to the surface 
dead, its tremendous weight of nearly 800 
pounds requiring the windlass to lift it, 

The great halibut—of the northwest 
coast—sometimes attains a-weight of 1,000 
pounds, and it is qa dangerous game to at- 
tempt to land in a small boat; so the ex- 
pedient of killing it with the rifle is suc- 
cessfully adopted, and many of the largest 
fish are killed in this way.

Brown Gives His Wife Taffy to Get 
Away From Home. 


The Old Corn Shuckings as They Used 
To Be in the Day of 
Slavery. 


For The Constitution. 

“A little nonsense now and then, 
Is relished by the wisest men.”’ 

This is Brown’s favorite quotation, and 
he makes it an excuse to cut a good many 
capers around home and also is here to re- 
cite it when ‘he wishes to get away from 
home to attend the frolics. When he re- 
turned from the store this morning I could 
see a twinkle in his eye which 1 knew 
meant something. A little later he got up 
a big lot of wood and some nice kindling 
and put in the box in the corner; a little 
later still, ‘the slipped up to his old ‘oman 
and punched her in the ribs and then 
stroked ther down and bragged on her good 
looks. and when she went to start to the 
spring he took the bucket from her and 
went himself, and then went to the cow- 
pen and held the calf and brought the milk 
to the ‘house. He didn’t fool me; I knew 
he was up to something; but to 
save my life I couldn’t -decide just 
what it was. After supper he walked 
from the dfming room quoting the 
above and then in another minute he was 
standing with his arm around his old 
woman telling her that a big candy pulling 
was over at Jim Rogers’s and that he 
must go and play the fiddle just a little. 
Of course, she didn’t object, he had work- 
ed- on her all the aftefnoon just to this 
end, and she kissed him goodby when he 
started and muttered, ‘‘bless his old soul’ 
when she heard him cutting the pigeon 
wing on his way to the gate. 
I refused to go to the candy pulling, 
but as Brown went across the field every 
now and then twanging his fiddle it put 
me to thinking and 1 lived over again 
the years that have long been gone and 
that will never return. Of course, it is 
just the season for me to remember the 
old-time shuckings when I once got to 
studying, and memories so sweet cluster 
about them that I studied on but little 
else. I saw the lightwood torches fiit- 
ting along the paths through woods and 
fielas as they used to flit, and then, as 
I would shut my eyes and lean back in 
the rocker, it seemed that the same sweet 
melodies were being sung agnin. Oh, 
these melodies! The generations to come 


wiil never feast on songs as 
sweet as these nor look upon crowds 
so full of joys or free from. the 


weighty responsibilities of the thing calied 
freedom, As these crowds would gather 
from across the fields would come in 
mournful plaint, and yet no mourning 
there: 


“Oh, Emma, dear, dear Emma, 
From the Mississippi vale, 

In all this wide worid over 
There’s none like mma Dale.” 


All these crowds were made up from 
from the different plantations and each 
had its “leader.’’ Their young masters 
would be along with them to protect them 
from any rowdy white man, and you may 
be eure that they would stand their hand 
among the negroes. But there was seldom 
any trouble. Everybody was there for fun 
and frolic and goot eating, and that was 
surely there, and in my heart I believe the 
negroes feit grander and freer than they 
have ever felt since, and I am sure there 
was less of responsibility. Listen, now, as 
the mournful plaint of ‘“‘Emma, dear, dear 
Emma” is hushed, away from the north 
will come: 


“Old massa give me holiday— 
He says he'll give me more; 

I thanked him very kindly \ 
As I shoved my boat from shore, 1 


“Oh, my dearest May 
You're lovelier mong ‘the day; 
Your eyes so bright 
They shine at night 
When the moon has gone away.” 


But listen from the river for the lively 
tune. Even now I seem to hear the lumber 
of the poles and the chain upon the bottom 
of the old flat at the ferry, and as the 
ferryman pulls from shore fifty voices join— 


. 
“Row away, row! é 
O'er the waters so blue, 
Like a feather we'll float 
In our gum tree canoe!’’ 


As sweet as these songs sounded com- 
ing from across the fields, the climax was 
at the corn pile itself. With two or three 
hundred negroes around acorn pile as large 
as aA house: a “leader’’ would mount on 
top and ‘‘call’” while the rest would join 
the chorus. Those who have never heard 
| these core songs could not be made to 
derstand just how they sounded, but 
there will never again be anything to take 
their place, I can tell you that, though I 
am sure to fail in giving anything like an 
imitation in a description like this. The 
‘leader’ begins: “I will start the holler!’ 
when all the crowd yells “‘Bugleloo’’ some- 
what thusly— 
“J wil] start the holler! 
Bugieloo! 
I will start the holler! 
Bugleloo! 
Massa's got a bugle! 
Bugleloo! 
A ten- “cent bugle! 
Bugleloo 
On and on this ‘leader’ will ‘‘eall” till 
‘the crowd. would desire a change, which 
was indicated very vigorously by ears of 
corn whizzinz too close to the ‘‘caller’s’’ 
head. If the “leader” has sense 
he will quit as soon as tke 
corn begins to pelt him, and 
then another “leader” will go up. This 
new “caller’’ would start something new 
and never failed to liven up the crowd: 
“Had a dog his name was Zion! 
Here, Rattler, here, here! 
Run a track as cold as iron! 
Here, Rattler, here, here! 
Oh, don’t you hear oid Rattler comin’? 
Here, Rattler, here, here! 
Comin’ fast and eomes a-hummin! 
Here, Rattler, here, here!’ 
With such as this the night would wear 
along and the pile grow smaller, till at last, 
when nearly finished, the liveliest time of 
all would start: 
‘“‘Looking for the last ear! 
Bangamalango! 
Looking for the last ear! 
Bangamalango! 
Round up the corn, boys! 
Bangamalango! 
Round up the corn, boys! 
Bangamalango!” 
Then there was scrambling and joy be- 
yond measure, for the work was all done 
and the time for frolic was at hand. The 
crowd would gather around the owner of 
the corn and he was lifted upon the shoul- 
ders of strong negroes, who would move off 
in front, the whole crowd following and 
singing at the top of their voices. In tffis 
waz they would march around and around 
the “big house,”” thence to where a bounti- 
ful feast had been prepared upon seaf- 
folds and then such a time was never 
seen at any other feastings. 
The tables were always full to an abund-

SHE WAS LOVED BY THE FOOR. 


Incidents in the Life of the Late Em- 
press of Austria. 
In commenting upon some of the unique 
incidents in the carecr of the late ompress 
of Austria, The Paris Figaro says: 
In 1875 the murdered empress of Austria, 
upun the advice of her physician, took up 
her residence in Normandy, in the Caux 
country, where she rented the chateau of 
Sassetot. She arrived there on July 3ist 
? with the little Archduchess Valerie, her 
daughter, and a suite of about sixty per- 
sons. On the day after her arrival she ap- 
peared at Petites-Dalles, where she was to 
begin the sea bathing which had been pre- 
scribed for her. During the two months 
she was there she took thirty-six baths, for 
which she paid right royally 3,000 francs. 
Every morning the master bather went for 
his orders, and if he were told that the 
empress intended to bathe he had every- 
thing prepared.

tage, get out of her carriage, talk to every- 
body near her and caress the children. Her 
hand was always open and her visit wos @ 
godsend to the poor of the country, where

formalities of etiquette. Every day 
mounted her horse and set out unaccom- 
panied, delighted at the chance of having a 
ride alone, and very often, too, she went 
great distances straight ahead, according 
to her caprice and to the great despair of 
the functionaries of her court, whom the 
emperor held responsible for her safety. In 
the neighborhcod of Sassetot everybody 
knew her and before her all heads were 
respectfully uncoyered. Once sho striyed 
a long distance from the village and wan- 
dered about in places totally unknown to 
her. One of the grooms who was dashing 
through the country searching for her 
found her in a field where a mail was 
milking cows. ‘The empress was chatting 
familiarly with the ycung woman and 
drinking out of agmilk can. 
The second time she got lost she was on 
foot and asked the way of a priest, whose 
little church was in a neighboring valley. 
Taking her for an ordinary visitor, he 
showed her the way, and on the road she 
entered into conversation with him. He 
incidentally spoke of the poverty of his 
parishioners and was much surprised on 
receiving the next day a considerable sum 
of money, which seemed really to come 
to him from heaven, for he did not know 
that the lady he met onthe road was the 
empress of Austria. 
An accident which might have had grave 
results put an end, at least for a time, to 
these rather imprudent excursions on the 
part of the empress. On September 18, 1875, 
her doctor having left her in the castle, 
after her promise not to go out, proceeded 
to Petites-Dalles to take a bath. After 
bathing a messenger came to him and said 
that he was wanted immediately at the 
chateau. In great haste the doctor jumped 
into a carriage and proceeded: to Sassetot. 
The empress had been thrown from a horse 
in the castle park and her condition ap- 
peared to be grave. When the doctor ar- 
rived he found her unconscious. Her faint- 
ing spell lasted a long time, and it was de- 
cided to telegraph to the emperor, from 
whom they at first desired to conceal the 
accident. After the telegram was sent the 
empress regained consciousness and soon 
recovered. Her companions implored her 
to abandon her wild and breakneck rides. 
Shoruy afterwards it was reported that on 
receiving the dispatch the emperor went to 
Sassetot incognito to see the empress. At 
the Austrian court the story of this visit 
was always denied. They said that he was
